‘Demographic timebomb starting to explode’ 


A PENSIONS panic is on the 
horizon with the number of Kent 
workers reaching retirement age 
set to rise by nearly a fifth. 

This year, about 32,700 people turned 65 
across the county, but that figure is expected 
to jump to 38,700 by the time the Olympics 
come to town in 2012. 

Four Kent districts - Dartford, Sevenoaks, 
Canterbury and Maidstone - are all set for 
increases of more than 20 per cent, with 
experts warning the cost of paying out for so 
many state pensions will place an even 
greater strain on public finances. 

Across the county the number of pensioners 
will rise by an estimated 18 per cent. 

In an average year about 650,000 people 
nationally will celebrate their 65th birthday, but 
this is due to rise to 800,000 in 2012, to reflect

the large numbers of babies bom to couples 
reunited following the end of World War Two. 

“The demographic time bomb has started to 
explode,” said pensions expert Dr Ros 
Altmann, director-general of the Folkestone- 
based Saga group which specialises in servic¬ 
es for older people. 

“More and more pensioners are coming 
through every year and it’s something succes¬ 
sive Governments have failed to plan for. 

“It’s not a surprise. These people have been 
in the population all the time, but nothing has 
been done about them. 

“It became absolutely clear under the previ¬ 
ous Labour government that there were prob¬ 
lems with the state pension, but the politicians 
haven’t been thinking long term enough and 


now we have to wake up to reality. We need a 
radical reform of the pension system, making 
people feel safer when it comes to saving 
rather than putting them off with taxes and 
regulations.” 

This year about 1,600 Dartford residents 
reached retirement age, but this figure is due 
to rocket by 25 per cent to 2,000 in 2012. 

Ashford is the district with the lowest 
expected increase in Kent, but even that is an 
11 per cent jump from 2,700 to 3,000. 

Proposals currently being considered by the 
Government to tackle the problem include 
bringing forward increases to the state pension 
age and allowing people to work past it should 
they wish to continue earning a full-time wage. 

Kent’s ageing population is also creating 
challenges for Kent County Council which pro¬ 
vides a range of services for elderly people

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Pensions crisis a ticking timebomb, expert warns

including sheltered accommodation and 
active life projects. 

However, cabinet member for adult social 
services Cllr Graham Gibbens said turning 
65 was not a critical factor. “I’m 62 and I don’t 
count myself as being particularly old,” he 
said. “Medical developments mean people are 
a lot healthier in their 60s and 70s now than 
they were not too long ago. 

“The real issue for society is the increasing 
longevity of life, including for the infirm and 
disabled. Nationally the number of over-85s 
in society will have increased by 45 per cent 
between 2006 and 2021, and that’s the real 
challenge we have to be facing up to.” 

Cllr Gibbens pointed to KCC’s Activmobs 
scheme which encourages people of all ages 


to engage in physical activity, as an example 
of how the council is supporting older people. 

He admitted the authority will also have to 
rely more on voluntary organisations like Age 
UK in the future. 

Cllr Gibbens added: “We are finding that 
people want to live independently for as long 
as possible, so we are trying to develop as 
many facilities as possible to help them do so 
including our extra-care sheltered housing. 

“We also have a very strong enablement 
process that provides intensive support to 
help elderly people leaving hospital to live at 
home again, and that’s working very well.” 

According to the Department for Work and 
Pensions, spending on people over working 
age has risen by almost £14 billion since the 
first of the baby boomer generation started to 


draw their pensions in 2005-06. The three 
urban areas that will see the greatest 
increase in 65-year-olds over the next two 
years are Aberdeen (33 per cent), Hull (30) 
and Kingston upon Thames (26). 

Dr Altmann said she did not believe the 
added financial pressures would one day lead 
to the abolition of the state pension. 

She said: “I think it’s more likely the state 
pension will provide a basic minimum. 

“At the moment the system is too complex 
and no-one knows what they’re going to get. 

“If everyone knew exactly what they were 
going to get then they would know they 
would have to save more or work part-time to 
top it up.”

A PROPOSED super-alliance with 
Essex County Council may be 
under threat after Kent’s Tory MPs 
rebelled against the plan. 

Last month Kent County Council 
announced it had submitted a proposal to form 
a Local Enterprise Partnership (LEP) with its 
neighbour across the Thames, despite having 
earlier pledged its support for a similar agree¬ 
ment with Medway. 

It has been suggested the U-tum was due to 
KCC Toiy leader Cllr Paul Carter being pres¬ 
sured by local government secre- 
taiy Eric Pickles and business 
secretaiy Vince Cable, although 
Cllr Carter denies this. 

However, the Kent and 
Medway LEP proposal was sub¬ 
mitted by Medway Council 
regardless and has now won the 
backing of 13 of the county’s 17 
Tory MPs. 

LEPs will oversee the social 
economic development of the 
region, and were one of the first 
proposals of the new coalition 
Government. 

The MPs’ letter to Mr Pickles 
and Mr Cable reads: “As Kent 
Members of Parliament we 
believe any reform relating to its 
overall strategy and infrastruc¬ 
ture should be in the interest of Kent and 
Medway’s economic stability and prosperity. 

‘We are therefore very concerned the propos¬ 
al to create a super-LEP across Kent and 
Greater Essex is contrary to that belief. We feel 
the proposed LEP is not representative of the 
various micro-economies that exist throughout 
Kent, each with their own distinct characteris¬ 
tics and requirements that we feel will not 
receive the tailored attention they require. 

“Instead we fear they will be scooped up 
within an unnecessarily broad and ineffectual 
Kent/Essex-based strategy.”

Last June the Government 
announced it was scrapping all 
regional development agencies - 
including the South East 
England Development Agency 
(Seeda) - and replacing them 
with LEPs. Should the Kent and 
Essex partnership get the go- 
ahead, it will be responsible for 
the economic development of an 
area bigger than 13 European 
countries and with a combined 
population of 3.4 million. 

The MPs who oppose the plan 
say that apart from the Dartford 
crossing and the M25, the two 
counties do not share an inte¬ 
grated transport system and will 
therefore not benefit by co-oper¬ 


ating with one another in that respect. 

They also point out that Kent and Essex fall 
into different regions as recognised by the 
European Union, posing a difficulty in terms of 
EU funding. 

The letter reads: ‘We believe the intention of 
creating a super-LEP to save central govern¬ 
ment money in the short term will in fact 
harm the people and businesses of Kent in the 
long term. 

‘We strongly believe it makes more sense 
geographically and economically to establish 
the Kent and Medway LEP, and therefore urge 


you to take into account these points when 
considering the Kent and Essex proposal.” 

Only five MPs did not sign the letter, 
although one of them - Gillingham and 
Rainham MP Rehman Chishti - has also 
voiced his support for the Kent and Medway 
proposal. 

Three of the remaining four - Damian Green 
(Ashford), Hugh Robertson (Faversham and 
Mid Kent) and Greg Clark (Tunbridge Wells) - 
are all government ministers. Meanwhile, Cllr 
Carter has also written a letter to all of Kent’s 
MPs setting out the reasons why he thinks a 
Kent and Essex LEP is a good idea. 

He wrote: ‘We genuinely believe a Kent and 
Greater Essex LEP is very much in the best 
interests of both counties, and particularly to 
business. 

“The proposal in no way diminishes the good 
joint work already going on in Kent and 
Medway, or the importance of local priorities.” 

Cllr Carter went on to explain some of the 
benefits of such a proposal, including attract¬ 
ing inward investment, the potential for 
devolution and the ability to share economic 
challenges. 

He also invited the MPs to join him in meet¬ 
ing Mr Pickles to discuss the plan next week.

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Bell’s book rings 
the changes after 
expenses scandal

ANTI-corruption campaigner 
Martin Bell has spoken of his 
shock at the expenses expose 
which left his former political col¬ 
leagues mired in scandal. 

The ex-BBC war correspondent and inde¬ 
pendent MP is due to visit Bexleyheath 
library this month to give a talk about his 
book - A Very British Revolution - which 
provides an inside view on the financial 
abuse which tore Parliament apart last year. 

Mr Bell, 72, represented the Cheshire con¬ 
stituency of Tatton for four years between 
1997 and 2001 and told KOS Media he was 
surprised to hear what some of his former 
colleagues had been claiming for. 

“I knew there was some fiddling going on 
because there always is,” he said. “But it was 
the sheer scale of it that shocked me. I 
always saw my expense claims as an issue of 
public interest, but I was more or less invit¬ 
ed to write a blank cheque for myself every 
month. 

“I used to estimate how much I spent on 
travel and I also used to claim for the rent of 
a small cottage, but after the scandal broke 
I worked out that I could have claimed for an 
extra £62,000 of other things within the 
rules. I found the whole thing rather sad, 
especially when I saw how many of those 


caught up in it had rather good records as 
MPs and ministers. I found it 
extraordinary, for example, that (for¬ 
mer Foreign Secretary) Margaret 
Beckett had filed a claim for hanging 
baskets when it never occurred to me 
that such things could be regarded as 
Parliamentary costs.” 

A former member of the Committee 
on Standards and Privileges, Mr Bell 
explains in his book how he believes 
the expenses crisis arose and also his 
prescription for healing the deep wounds 
inflicted. 

“It caused a great deal of long-term dam¬ 
age,” he said. “Trust in politics is essential 
and once it’s lost it’s very difficult to restore. 

“But it’s good that we have so many new 
MPs now who want to distance themselves 
from the scandal and a better system in place 
to make sure nobody is abusing the rules. 

“I think the Government is now in a bet¬ 
ter position to put the whole thing behind 
them.” 

Mr Bell announced he was leaving the 
BBC for politics just 24 days before the 1997 
general election. 

He stood against and defeated then- 
Conservative MP Neil Hamilton - who at 
the time was embroiled in the cash-for-ques- 
tions affair - by a massive 11,077 votes after 
the Labour and Lib Dem candidates allowed 
him a free run at the seat. 

Despite being popular among his con¬ 
stituents, Mr Bell stuck to his promise to 
serve one term in Parliament and stood

down in 2001. His successor was Chancellor 
George Osborne. 

When asked how he thought the Con-Lib 
coalition was faring, Mr Bell said: “The jury 
is still out on that, but I prefer to see MPs 
working together than shouting abuse at 
one another across the House. I always 
found that sort of behaviour hard to take. 

“I only ever spoke on issues I thought were 
relevant or ones I had a good knowledge of.” 

Mr Bell’s talk will take place at the central 
library, Bexleyheath, from 7.30pm on 
Wednesday, October 13.

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Sikh pilot tribute 

THE heroics of Sikh fighter pilot Mohinder 
Singh Pujji, 92, are to be recognised with a trib¬ 
ute at Gravesham’s Civic Centre. 

The Squadron Leader from I 
Gravesend, who risked his life for 
Britain in World War Two, died last 
week in Darent Valley Hospital in 
Dartford following a stroke 10 days 
earlier. Mayor of Gravesham Cllr I 
Bill Lambert has asked for a portrait and 
details about Sq/Ldr Singh Pujji’s heroism in 
the RAF to be placed in the council chamber in 
the Civic Centre. 

He said: “Mr Pujji’s life reminds us of the 
immense personal sacrifice made by people in 
times of extraordinary adversity.” 

■ THE owner of Kent International Airport 
has put forward new proposals to allow 
the company to run night-time flights.

Stabbing suicide agony of 
Bond girl Gemma’s gran 


BOND girl Gemma Arterton’s grandmother 
stabbed herself to death because she was 
racked with pain and suffering from severe 
depression. 

Helen Sarfas, 69, was found in bed with a 
kitchen knife sticking out of her side by hus¬ 
band Rodney Peacock, 85, at the flat they 
shared in Beechings Way, Gillingham. 

Mrs Sarfas, who kept her previous married 
name, suffered from bipolar 
disorder and was in pain from 
osteoporosis plus a weaken¬ 
ing of her spine, a Maidstone 
inquest was told on Thursday. 

She was under supervision 
from the mental health team 
at Medway Maritime 
Hospital which limited her 
supply of anti-depressants 
because Mrs Sarfas had 
made previous attempts to 
commit suicide. 

Two years before her death 
in January, Mrs Sarfas told 
national newspapers how 
proud she was of grand¬ 
daughter Gemma, who comes 
from Gravesend. 

Mr Peacock said his wife was depressed at 
the treatment she received from the commu¬ 
nity team because they wouldn’t supply her 
with more pills. 

He said: “I was making her a cup of tea 
when I realised something was wrong. I drew 
the cover back and saw the knife sticking out 
of her chest and the blood. She was unhappy 
with the system. 


“Her psychiatrist retired and she didn’t 
like the new ones.” 

Home Office pathologist Dr Peter Jerreat 
said she died from a single stab wound to the 
heart and felt no pain as she probably faint¬ 
ed with shock. 

Although Mr Peacock was questioned by 
police, officers quickly realised he had noth¬ 
ing to do with his wife’s death. 

Mid-Kent coroner Roger 
Sykes heard a harrowing 999 
call Mr Peacock made to 
police. My Sykes said: “Helen 
Sarfas died from stab 
wounds to the heart. 

“Those wounds were self- 
inflicted. She took her own 
life as she was suffering 
severe pain from osteoarthri¬ 
tis and her joints. 

“Her husband has stressed 
the pain she was going 
through. 

“I can only reach the con¬ 
clusion she took her life 
because the physical pain 
and depression became too 
much.” 

Arterton’s father was a welder and her 
mother a cleaner. She was brought up by her 
single mother on a council estate. 

The actress, who previously worked as a 
makeup salesgirl, attended Gravesend 
Grammar School for Girls and took a per¬ 
formance arts course at the Miskin Theatre 
in Dartford before training at the Royal 
Academy of Dramatic Art in London.

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Increase in county patients going under the knife in the battle of the bulge

THE number of obese people 
being put forward for weight-loss 
surgery on the NHS has rocketed 
in Kent over the last three years. 

Last year NHS West Kent referred 115 
patients to the Morbid Obesity Single 
Patient Funding Panel - a massive increase 
of 203 per cent from 2007-08 - while NHS 
Eastern and Coastal Kent did the same for 
113 patients, an increase of 163 per cent. 

Many of those put forward would have 
been deemed suitable for bariatric (weight 
loss) surgery including gastric band opera¬ 
tions and gastric bypasses, which cost an 
average of £10,000 per patient. 

Nationally the number has risen from just 
238 a decade ago to almost 7,000 in 2008. 

However, Maidstone GP and British 
Medical Association spokesman Dr Paul 
Hobday said it was inevitable uptake rates 
of a fairly new procedure would increase 
dramatically. 

“It’s only really gone up so much because 
the figures started from zero,” he said. 

“But there are so many obstacles put in 
people’s way before they are approved - like 
exercise programmes, dieting and psycholo¬ 
gists - that most of the people who get the 
surgery absolutely deserve it. 

“From a GP’s point of view it’s not avail¬ 
able enough. It’s easy to say people shouldn’t 
eat as much, but we’ve got the problem and 
it needs to be tackled. 

“It’s not about taking the easy option either 
because you’d have to be pretty dim to eat 
lots of cream cakes knowing you can just 
solve your weight issues with a gastric band. 

“Lots of people are terrified about having 
the operation, but they do it because nothing 
else has worked and they feel they have no 
other option.” 

Gastric banding involves reducing the size 
of the stomach by fitting a band around it, 
while a gastric bypass reroutes food to a 
small stomach pouch created by surgeons. 

A third, less frequently used procedure 
removes a portion of the stomach. 

Mike Lander - morbid obesity lead com¬ 
missioner for the South East - said bariatric

surgery was a last resort for patients who 
have been unable to lose weight by conven¬ 
tional means or who have a body mass index 
of 50kg per square metre or greater. 

He added: “Each patient will only be con¬ 
sidered if all other appropriate ways to lose 
weight have been tried for at least 12 
months before referral.” 

The figures obtained by KOS Media 
through a Freedom of Information Act 
request date back to the establishment of 
the patient funding panel in July, 2006. 

From then to the following March, 
only 14 people were referred by West 
Kent and just five by Eastern and 
Coastal. 


Richard D North - a spokesman for right 
wing think tank the Social Affairs Unit - 
said it was probably cheaper for overweight 
people to undergo bariatric surgery than it 
would be to fund their long-term health 
problems. 


Health chiefs say no to 
paying the obese to diet 


NHS trusts in Kent have snubbed recom¬ 
mendations from a national health advisor 
to pay obese people to lose weight. 

The National Institute of Clinical 
Excellence (NICE), an independent organi¬ 
sation set up by government to issue health 
guidance, said incentives, such as cash, 
could be an effective way to help 
people diet and giving up smoking, 

But Kent’s three primary care trusts have 
said paying people to lose weight is not the 
way to tackle Kent and Medway’s obesity 
problem. 

Between 20 and 25 per cent of the popu¬ 
lation is obese, making the county the obe¬ 
sity capital of the South East. 

Dr Alison Barnett, director of public health 
for NHS Medway, said the trust runs a num¬ 
ber of healthy weight schemes, including 
Mind Exercise Nutrition Do It (MEND) for 
families, Tipping the Balance for adults, and 
a new exercise referral scheme. 

“None of these includes a financial incen¬ 
tive,” she said. 

“In our experience, people can be effec¬ 
tively supported to make lifestyle changes 
without financial incentives.” 

Health bosses in NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent said there is not enough evi¬ 
dence to show the true effects of incentive- 
driven weight loss. 


This follows a £75,000 pilot scheme, fund¬ 
ed by the NHS, called Pounds for Pounds 
which was rolled out in the Eastern and 
Coastal Kent area by independent company 
Weight Wins last year. 

Two-thirds of the 402 volunteers who took 
part failed to reach their target weight 
despite a cash incentive of up to £425. 

Rewards depended on the amount of 
weight lost, ranging from £70 for dropping 
151bs to £425 for losing 501bs and keeping it 
off for six months. 

Those who completed the course lost an 
average of two stone. 

An independent evaluation of the results 
found that although financial incentives 
worked for some people, the high drop-out 
rate meant more needed to be done to look 
at the incentive-driven schemes. 

Claire Martin, acting assistant director of 
public health for NHS Eastern and Costal 
Kent, said in challenging economic times 
the trust needed to make sure it was invest¬ 
ing money wisely in programmes that 
showed long-term benefits. 

She added: “Very often people lose weight, 
but when they stop their diet the weight 
returns within a short space of time. 

‘We need to invest in programmes that 
return a sustained weight loss and produce 
long-term health benefits.” 


Big A-board ban 

HARD-PRESSED businesses using A-boards 
on pavements could be forced to pay out for 
a new advertising sign after Kent County 
Council announced standardisation plans. 

Officials say that for many shoppers, parents 
with prams, the elderly and those with visual 
impairments or mobility problems, A-boards 
can represent an obstacle. 

The scheme will be first run in Maidstone.

Intoxicated by 
spirit of classic 
Coward drama 


LATER this month, the Pantiles 
Players will be getting into the 
spirit of great drama with a clas¬ 
sic Noel Coward play. 

Formed in 1942 to provide wartime enter¬ 
tainment, the amateur dramatics group is 
still going strong. After many years perform¬ 
ing at the Pantiles in Tunbridge Wells, they 
now primarily stage their shows at 
Salomons in Southborough. 

Their next production will be Blithe Spirit, 
the ethereal comedy in which a writer gets 
more than he bargained for when he invites 
a medium to conduct a seance in his house. 

Director Sarah Truelove is a newcomer to 
the Pantiles Players, but she has plenty of 
experience in the field. 

Legendary 

“I’m very heavily involved with the 
Rotherfield Players and IVe done a lot of 
musicals and plays with them,” she said. “I 
know Robert Chesterton, the chairman of 
the Pantiles Players, and he asked me to 
direct something for them.” 

When considering which play to stage as 
her first project with the group, it was 
easy to settle on a work by the legendary 
playwright. 

“I chose it because I like Noel Coward and 
I love his style of writing,” she said. “I love 
the story of Blithe Spirit and the possibili¬ 
ties of what you can do with the characters. 

“Especially in Blithe Spirit as you have the 
medium, Madame Arcati. If you look at the 
film starring Rex Harrison and Margaret 


Rutherford, it shows you can do so much 
with her character. You can rein her in a bit 
or give her eccentric moments during the 
medium bits.” 

Having trained as an actress at the Arts 
Educational School, Truelove embarked on a 
professional career and even worked with 
the Royal Shakespeare Company. 

She gave up acting when she got married 
and now works as a medical secretary, but in 
her spare time she is in high demand as a 
director. It enables her to help people to 
explore the joy of drama and learn new 
things about themselves. 

'You get people who are very scared of get¬ 
ting up on stage and they don’t have much 
confidence, but drama, dance and music 
gives people that confidence,” she said. 

“They start to explore new sides to their 
personality, because it’s not just about read¬ 
ing a script. It’s about understanding char¬ 
acters, how they move and react. Children 
can be amazing. You see a little wallflower in 
the corner, then suddenly she’s blossomed 
into this rose that will get up and do a solo. 

“There is also a great social aspect to ama¬ 
teur dramatics. You get to meet like-minded 
people and you might discover a new talent.” 

Blithe Spirit can be seen at the Victorian 
Theatre at Solomons from Wednesday to 
Sunday, October 13-17. Performances start 
at 7.45pm daily with a matinee only at 3pm 
on the Sunday.

Surgeon performs stem 
cell op to save victim’s leg 



A SURGEON from Chatham has 
used stem cell technology to save 
the leg of hit-and-run victim in a 
world-first operation. 

Diane Stuttard had been told she would 
lose her leg after being hit by a car while she 
walked home on a night out in 2001. 

She was carried on the bonnet for three- 
quarters of a mile before being pushed off by 
the front-seat passenger. 

Ms Stuttard, from Leeds in Yorkshire, was 
left with badly-broken lower leg bones and 
underwent 11 failed operations. 

But she refused to give up hope, and con¬ 
tacted orthopaedic surgeon Anan Shetty at 
the private Spire Alexander Hospital in 
Chatham after hearing how he saved the leg 
of a climber using stem cells. 

She told Sky News: “I was advised to have

the leg amputated by the surgeon in Leeds, 
but thankfully I said I wanted to wait until I 
had exhausted all avenues.” 

Surgeons from the Chatham hospital mixed 
stem cells from the bone marrow with a gel 
called Surgifill, which traps cells against frac¬ 
tures leading to healthy bone being formed. 

To lengthen her shattered leg, surgeons cut 
into healthy sections of bone, injected more 
stem cells into the break and used a high-tech 
scaffold to pull the bone apart so it would 
grow one centimetre a month. 

Although stem cell operations have been 
carried out before, this is the first time a com¬ 
bination of the cells, Surgifill and the leg¬ 
lengthening technique have been used any¬ 
where in the world. 


It will be 18 months before surgeons will 
know whether the bone has healed properly, 
but surgeons are optimistic. 

Ms Stuttard said: “If this doesn’t work, it 
would have to be an amputation. But I’ve not 
wanted to give up. I want to go walking and 
mountain climbing. It would be amazing to 
walk down the street without crutches and 
get back to some form of normality.” 

Orthopaedic surgeon Mr Shetty told Sky 
News he was confident the fracture will join up. 

“We managed to cut out all the dead bone 
and get into bleeding bone, which means that 
it is healthy,” he said. 

“We also managed to use stem cells that 
will stimulate the bone to grow quicker.” 

Early scans of her leg following the hit-and- 
run had shown 6cm of Ms Stuttard’s bone 
had become infected, preventing the fracture 
from healing. 


Winter flu jab plea 

HEALTH trusts are calling on eligible 
patients to see their GPs for seasonal flu vac¬ 
cinations. For the first time, all pregnant 
women are being offered the jab. 

Anyone over 65 or with a long-term illness is 
also urged to have a vaccination. 

Andrew Scott-Clark, NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent’s deputy director of public 
health, said: 'We strongly urge anyone who is 
eligible to take advantage of the free season¬ 
al flu jab to protect themselves against the 
three types of flu in circulation, including 
swine flu.” 

The flow of history 

EVIDENCE of a medieval manor house and a 
previously unknown Roman road have been 
discovered by archaeologists excavating land 
for a new water supply. 

The diggers were employed by South East 
Water to survey the 850-metre route, near 
Bearsted, before the company laid a new pipe. 

Paul Clifford of South East Water said: “On 
schemes such as this we take the extra precau¬ 
tion of having archaeologists working along¬ 
side contractors to ensure that if we do find 
anything of historical significance we can halt 
work for further investigations.”

THE achievements of Kent’s youngsters have 
been celebrated at the annual Spirit of Try 
Angle Awards. 

The event - started by a KCC youth worker 
in 1994 - recognises those who have overcome 
personal struggles and made contributions to 
their community. Twenty-four youngsters 
were commended, with Chloe Wells, 14, from 
Margate, named overall winner. 

Cllr Mike Hill, cabinet member for commu¬ 
nity services, said: “I never fail to be impressed 
by these young people and congratulate every¬ 
one who received an award.”

Paedophile jailed 
over web images 

A PAEDOPHILE who downloaded more than 
62 hours of indecent movies of children onto 
his computer has been jailed for 10 months. 

Andrew Leslie Wood was arrested following 
a search of his home in Bell Road, Maidstone, 
on October 7, 2009. 

Kent Police’s digital forensics unit took away 
the 59-year-old’s computer and found a total of 
125 movies involving child abuse. 

There were also 30 indecent images of 
children. 

Wood pleaded guilty to 13 counts of mak¬ 
ing/possession of indecent images of children 
and was sentenced at Maidstone Crown Court 
on Monday, September 27. 

The paedophile claimed he looked at the 
images when drunk. 

He was ordered to sign the sex offenders’ 
register for 10 years and has also been issued 
with a Sexual Offences Prevention Order, pre¬ 
venting him from unsupervised contact with 
children and accessing the internet at home. 

What do you want 
for hospital site? 

THE future of the Kent and Sussex Hospital 
site is up for debate through a series of public 
consultations. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust 
is moving out of the old building next year into 
its new state-of-the-art hospital at Pembury 
next summer.

“COUNCIL Killjoys: No More 
Cat Throwing” screams the head¬ 
line from one of the many bizarre 
stories featured on the new 
Paddlesworth Press website. 

When it comes to blurring fact with fiction, 
there are few more baffling ventures out 
there than this online newspaper spoof 
inspired by two very real Kentish locations. 

Although the website has shamelessly 
stolen certain elements of the real-life 
Paddlesworth, near Folkestone - including 
village pub the Cat and Custard Pot - the 
make-believe community is based in the 
also-factual lost settlement of Paddlesworth, 
in Snodland, near Maidstone. 

And to make things even more confusing, 
many of the characters featured in the sto¬ 
ries have Facebook, Twitter or MySpace 
accounts which are regularly updated to 
keep the charade going. 

Former Cambridge University student 
Stephen Eisenhammer, 23, is one of the co¬ 
creators of the website, which he describes as 
“the world’s first mixed-media, collaborative 
novel”. 

He added: ‘We thought it would be exciting 
to let readers influence what happens in 
Paddlesworth. We only launched the site 


this week, but within a day we had people 
posting comments and claiming to be char¬ 
acters from our community, playing along 
and asking the editor to launch a campaign 
to save the cat-throwing tradition. 

“What really thrilled us was the way we 
could lose the boundaries between us and 
the readers, because we felt there was a 
slight pointlessness in writing satirical 
papers without that interaction.” 

Economic climate 

In addition to the news stories, blogs and 
sports profiles included on the Paddlesworth 
Press website, there are other familiar news¬ 
paper sections such as horoscopes and letters. 

The website is only planning to run for the 
next 10 weeks, as one of the main stories fea¬ 
tured reveals the Earth will be wiped out at 
that point by an errant solar flare. 

Mr Eisenhammer revealed that about 50 
people work on the site, including television 


stand-up comedian Jack Whitehall. 

He added: “It’s a reflection of the current 
economic climate because if we all had real¬ 
ly good jobs then we wouldn’t need to do it. 

‘We all remember the excitement of writing 
plays and editing newspapers at university, but 
now we’ve graduated to find there are no oppor¬ 
tunities to do what we know we are good at. 

“People were so keen to get involved with 
the project because it’s so nice to have a forum 
on which to demonstrate your creativity.” 

Mr Eisenhammer revealed that although 
the fictional village of Paddlesworth has a 
Medway postcode, he has no idea where any 
parcels or letters sent to it will end up. 

He also admitted he had not considered 
how those people living in the real-life com¬ 
munity near Folkestone might feel about the 
light-hearted identity theft. 

“I’m sure they’ll see the funny side,” he said.

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Old soldier works with comrades back in the real world 


Ex-officer helps 
servicemen put 
on their civvies

A FORMER Army soldier has 
launched an online business to 
help fellow ex-servicemen adjust to 
everyday civilian life. 

Tens of thousands of British troops face losing 
their jobs as a result of the forthcoming govern¬ 
ment spending cuts, and Rochester entrepre¬ 
neur Mark Jennings says many will find it a 
shock to the system if they are forced to leave 
the financial security of the Armed Forces. 

In July, a study by the Soldiers, Sailors, 
Airmen and Families Association (SSAFA) 
revealed that between April and June this 
year, more than 230 former and current ser¬ 
vicemen and women were arrested through¬ 
out Kent - an average of four a day - with a 
third for violent crime. 

The majority were men aged between 18 and 
29, with almost half unemployed. 

Mr Jennings - a former Army corporal who 
served for 16 years - said part of the problem 
stemmed from the lack of structure in the real 
world compared to the regimental nature of 
the forces. 

He explained: “There’s plenty of help out 
there when it comes to CV-writing and inter¬ 
view techniques, but no-one deals with simple 
things like how people in the business world 
speak and dress. Also, in the forces it’s all 
about duty and putting other people in front of 


you, but in the working world it’s every man 
for himself nine times out of 10. 

“Also, when you’re a soldier, rent is taken out 
of your wages so you don’t need to worry about 
it, but then when you leave you have to do all 
that yourself and some people struggle. 

Struggling 

“Having to be your own administrator can 
come as something of a shock.” 

Mr Jennings’ new Stormchasers venture - 
located at www.leavingthearmedforces.com - 
seeks to teach ex-service personnel how to set 
up their own online businesses while easing 


their progression into other jobs and teaching 
them how to put the skills they learned in the 
forces to good use. 

The site has been online since the beginning 
of September but Mr Jennings, admits things 
have got off to a slow start. 

He said: “I don’t think the ex-servicemen 
who are struggling are going to look on the net 
for a solution. Now we need to go offline to be 
able to help them, which is why I’ll be contact¬ 
ing organisations like Combat Stress and the 
Royal British Legion to make sure we can 
reach the people who need us.”

“I know we go to places like Afghanistan, 
but at least we have time to prepare for it. 
These guys were doing it day in, day out, 
going out on three or four sorties a day and 
not knowing if they’d make it back alive. 

“They were absolutely incredible and we 
all owe them a great deal.” 


Fit Sgt Gardner has been playing the trom¬ 
bone since the age of six, and signed up to 
the Central Band shortly after joining the 
RAF in 1983. 

Since then, he has served in Germany and 
Turkey, while also commanding the musical 
troops at remembrance services and march¬ 
es throughout the UK. 

Dedicated to all those who fought for their 
country in the Battle of Britain, the album 
stormed to the top of Amazon’s pre-release 
chart last month - beating the likes of Eric 
Clapton and Phil Collins. 

“We’ve released a few albums before. It’s 
been a long time since we’ve been asked to 
do one, but Decca Records approached us. 

“It’s been really exciting to get back into 
the recording studio,” said Fit Sgt Gardner. 

“We’re the biggest asset the RAF has got 
when it comes to public relations. People 
enjoy watching us march and listening to 
our music at the various events we perform 
at, and they leave with a positive image of 
the RAF in mind.”

Based in Northfleet, near Gravesend, the 
Serious Crime Directorate tackles big-league 
offenders causing problems in both counties, 
such as armed robbery gangs, drug smug¬ 
glers and serial car thieves. 

Although the new division 
will not be fully implement¬ 
ed until April, 2012, the man 
in charge - Kent’s Assistant 
Chief Constable Alan 
Pughsley - believes the early 
signs are promising. 

He said: “The message at 
the moment is that the 
Serious Crime Directorate is 
here and is having a real 
impact on the people who 
cause us the most harm. 

“Once all the other depart¬ 
ments are finalised, we will be 
more successful than we 
already have been in the 
short time the command 
structure has been in place. 

“To deliver what it has in a 
period of transition is outstanding. When 
that transition has finished, we’ll be better 
than ever.” 

The Kent and Essex forces agreed to team 
up because of the similar problems faced by

both, as well as their broadly similar num¬ 
bers and organisation. 

Mr Pughsley says that since the beginning 
of September the directorate has solved 60 
offences. These include crimes tackled as part 
of Operations Pint and Julius, both of which 
involved London thieves stealing high-value 
cars in Kent and Essex. 

“It makes a huge difference 
having police from both 
forces working side-by-side in 
the same room on the same 
problems,” said Mr Pughsley. 

‘When you’re investigating 
a particular crime you should 
always do a national check to 
see if any other force is too, 
but there would have been 
occasions in the past when 
two sets of people were look¬ 
ing at the same thing. 

“The new partnership 
means we can also work with 
the Metropolitan Police in a 
much more cohesive way.” 

Last month, Chief 
Constable Ian Learmonth 
revealed that Kent Police 
could lose 1,500 jobs if its budget is cut by 
20 per cent in the Comprehensive Spending 
Review (CSR), which will be published on 
October 20. 

However, Mr Pughsley said he was confi¬ 
dent the new directorate would escape rela¬ 
tively unscathed. 

He said: “I think the CSR will affect polic¬ 
ing universally, but we are in a very strong 
position in that both the chief constable and 
the Kent Police Authority are supportive of 
such a dedicated unit. 

“I think the future is secure, but what 
we’ve got to make sure of is that we are as 
efficient and effective as we can be. 

“Some of the work done by bringing the 
two forces together has already allowed us to 
look at how we can do things differently, and 
I’m sure as we work through the process we 
will find other ways to make savings.”

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Closing services is ‘putting 
finance before patient care’ 


A HEALTHCARE trust has been 
accused of putting money before 
patients after announcing the clo¬ 
sure of the maternity and casualty 
departments at a hospital. 

The temporary measure at Queen Mary’s in 
Sidcup, which has been blamed on severe 
staffing problems, has resulted in neighbour¬ 
ing Darent Valley Hospital in Dartford having 
to expand its services to cope with an estimat¬ 
ed 7,000 new patients and 1,000 new babies. 

South London Healthcare NHS Trust says the 
closure will only be in place through winter, but 
members of the GMB union say they are con¬ 
vinced it will end up being permanent. 

“Our members are angry and disappoint¬ 
ed with the trust’s recent announcement to 
close the departments, which provide an 
essential service to the surrounding areas,” 
said GMB officer Frank Macklin. 

“We believe the decision to close these 
services is purely a financial one. 

“Since the new trust was formed (in April 
2009), the emphasis has been on saving as 
much money as quickly as possible. 

“Nearly every member of staff has seen 
their terms and conditions attacked as part 
of the trust’s drives to make savings. There 
are currently more than 1,000 admin and 
clerical posts at risk of redundancy as well.” 

South London Healthcare was formed 
from the merger of three smaller hospital 
trusts, serving patients throughout Bexley, 
Bromley and Greenwich. 

The decision to close the wards at Queen 
Mary’s was taken following a clinical safety 
review which concluded there was a “seri¬ 
ous shortage” of emergency medicine mid¬ 
dle and junior-grade doctors and midwives. 

It has been proposed that the A&E depart¬ 
ment will close at the end of November, and 
the maternity ward by mid-December while 
the trust attempts to recruit more staff. 

As a result, NHS West Kent has been 
forced to expand services at Darent Valley 
Hospital to ensure it can cope with the 
expected huge influx of new patients. 

It has increased capacity on its maternity 
ward and will be re-opening standby wards 
and hiring more staff. 

The primary care trust is also asking 
patients to consider if they really need 
emergency care and to instead visit walk-in 
centres, GPs or chemists if they can. 

Dartford and Gravesham NHS Trust 
chief executive Susan Acott said: ‘We have 
been preparing for some time to manage 
the extra emergency and maternity activity 
from our colleagues at Queen Mary’s.

Patients’ Association - said: “It is important 
patients and the public are consulted and 
made aware of any proposed changes to the 
delivery of healthcare in their area.” 

Referring to Darent Valley, she added: “NHS 
West Kent must ensure that by taking on addi¬ 
tional patients, the quality of the services and 
standards of patient safety are maintained.” 

South London Healthcare chief executive, Dr 
Chris Streather, said: ‘We are sorry for the 
inconvenience this will cause to patients and we 
fully appreciate the reliance and affection people 
in Bexley have for these important services, but 
we have to have absolute confidence that we can 
ensure patient safety, and the evidence from our 
review is that we can’t make this guarantee.” 


Church robbed 


THIEVES who desecrated a church altar 
and stole 150-year-old relics will probably 
make just £20 from their haul. 

Parishioners at St Giles church in 
Wormshill, Sittingboume, are so upset at 
the loss they have offered a reward of £500. 

Hilary Nightingale, church spokesman, 
said: “It’s upset a lot of people terribly. To 
desecrate an alter is, altogether, rather sad. 
Who ever took them can’t have any feelings 
especially when the financial reward is so 
small.” 

Thieves made off with a heavy brass altar 
cross and two brass candlesticks which had 
been placed on the main altar, and two 
small brass vases from a side altar. 

Despite the crime Ms Nightingale said 
the church doors would remain. 

She said: “We’ve always left our doors 
open and we will continue to do so. The 
church remains a very important place to a 
lot of people. 

“We are now using a wooden cross and 
candlesticks.”

Supplement may 
kill, warn experts 

RESIDENTS are being warned not to buy a 
potentially deadly mineral supplement. 

The advice comes from Medway Council’s 
Trading Standards Team after the Food 
Standards Agency issued an alert about a prod¬ 
uct known as Miracle Mineral Solution (MMS). 

The FSA said that MMS is a 28 per cent 
sodium chlorite solution, equivalent to indus¬ 
trial-strength bleach. When taken as directed 
it can cause severe nausea, vomiting and diar¬ 
rhoea, potentially leading to dehydration and 
reduced blood pressure. 

If the solution is diluted less than instructed 
it could cause damage to the gut and red blood 
cells, potentially resulting in respiratory failure. 

Medway Council’s community safety boss 
Mike O’Brien said: “This product is being sold 
as an oral supplement and is also known as 
MMS. If you have any of this product you 
should stop using it immediately. If you have 
consumed MMS and feel unwell you should 
consult your doctor as soon as possible.” 

African holiday 
village approved 

THANET council has backed plans to build a 
holiday village on farmland. 

Its planning committee approved the plans 
for the development at the Quex Park estate. 

Quex will build 21 circular, solar-powered, 
thatched-roofed holiday homes, called African 
rondavels, on farmland in Birchington. 

The plans include parking for 40 vehicles, 
accommodation for a warden, and a reception 
facility on a 4.1-hectare area of land just to the 
south-east of the farm shop and restaurant. 

Quex owners say the holiday village will pro¬ 
vide accommodation for people who wish to 
stay in Thanet and would boost tourism.

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Green to cut immigrant detention time 


IMMIGRATION minister Damian 
Green has set up an asylum 
improvements project to try to 
reduce the amount of time illegal 
immigrants are locked up in deten¬ 
tion centres, writes Marijke Cox. 

The Ashford MP said the plan was to stop the 
indeterminate detention of migrants, as seen 
at the Dover Immigration Removal Centre, by 
getting their cases heard more quickly. 

Mr Green spoke to KOS Media following the 
release of a report by the London Detainee 
Support Group, No Return, No Release, No 
Reason, which claimed the indefinite detention 
of immigrants who cannot be deported is “inef¬ 
fective, inefficient and enormously damaging”. 


The study revealed two thirds of migrants 
held in detention centres - at a cost to the tax¬ 
payer of £68,000 per migrant per year - are 
never deported. 

Authors of the report stated this was not cost- 
effective and was having a detrimental effect on 
the mental health of detainees, who had no idea 
how long they would be held before they were 
either deported or granted the right to stay. 

Locked up 

In the Dover centre, which has space for 314 
adult males, a study carried out in April 
revealed there were 20 cases in 2009-10 of indi¬ 
viduals being locked up for more than a year. 

Mr Green said one of his first actions as immi¬ 
gration minister was to look at improving asylum. 

“One of the things we must keep doing is 


making sure cases and reviews get heard 
more quickly, to stop immigrants spending 
large amounts of time in detention which is 
bad for them and the taxpayer,” he said. 

“The reason why most immigrants are 
detained for such long periods is because they 
have to go through the judicial system and 
make legal representations.” 

Mr Green admitted he was worried about 
the new figures, which showed only one in 
three migrants detained for more than a year 
were deported. 

“This is concerning if people that have no 
right to be in this country are staying here,” he 
said. “In some cases Britain can’t return them 
to their home country because it is too danger¬ 
ous, but by and large, most of these people 
have no legal right to be in this country. If they 


have no right to be here then they have to be 
removed. Some of them do return home volun¬ 
tarily, which is better.” 

According to Mr Green, a recent report into 
conditions at the Dover Immigration Removal 
Centre showed conditions had improved. 

But Vebi Kosumi, director of the Dover 
Detainee Visitor Group, said there needed to 
be a time limit put in place for how long 
detainees could be held there. 

David Wood, strategic director for the crimi¬ 
nality and detention group at the UK Border 
Agency, said the agency seeks to remove peo¬ 
ple with no legal rights to be in the UK as 
quickly as possible. 

“However, where detainees refuse to co-oper¬ 
ate with the removal or deportation process, 
their detention can be prolonged,” he said.

DON’T bother asking a contro¬ 
versial artist why he filled 2,000 
condoms with plaster of Paris 
and then set about turning them 
into unusual works of art, 
because he won’t tell you.

To add to the mystery, he 
worked with other artists to 
create a distinct marketing cam¬ 
paign featuring posters, fliers and 
a short teaser film in which view¬ 
ers can watch moving snapshots 
of the sculptures being made. 

The untitled exhibition runs 
from, October 9-21, and is open 
Monday to Saturday, 10am-5pm.

10-year sentence for 
road rage shooting

A GUNMAN who shot a 
driver in the stomach dur¬ 
ing a road rage incident on 
a quiet country road has 
been jailed for 10 years. 

Paul Smith, 46, also known to the 
police as Andrew Bywaters, was car¬ 
rying a flare gun adapted to carry a 
single .22 round when he was con¬ 
fronted by angry driver James 
Saunders who he’d just cut up on 
Alkham Valley Road near Dover. 

Smith was found guilty of wound¬ 
ing with intent to cause grievous bod¬ 
ily harm, and admitted possession of 
a firearm and three counts of pos¬ 
sessing drugs. 

He had previously pleaded not 
guilty to attempted murder. 

He was on the run for nearly a 
week after the shooting on October 
26 last year, Canterbury Crown 
Court was told. 

He also has been given an extend¬ 
ed licence of five years due to the 
seriousness of the offence and use of 
a firearm. 

Smith, of Friars Way, Dover, said he 
was depressed after his brother’s 
death and the birth of a daughter with 
a rare skin disease five days earlier.

Mr Saunders was shot in the stom¬ 
ach as he charged forward to remon¬ 
strate with Smith about his driving. 

Oliver Saxby, defending, said his 
client was provoked by Mr Saunders. 

He said: “Saunders flashed his 
lights and sounded his horn. Had he 
not stopped this wouldn’t have hap¬ 
pened. There was provocation.” 

Smith told police he was planning 
to kill himself and his daughter. 

Police found 1.7 kilos of ampheta¬ 
mines worth £1,600 and small quan¬ 
tities of cannabis at his home follow¬ 
ing an extensive search. 

Passing sentence, Judge Adele 
Williams said: “You fired a loaded 


firearm at a complete stranger in 
what was undoubtedly road rage. 

‘You become unstable at times of 
crisis and present a significant 
threat to the public.” 

Smith was given a further five 
years for possessing the gun, plus a 
year for amphetamine possession 
and six months each on two cannabis 
charges, all to be served concurrently. 

The court heard how Smith had 
bought the homemade firearm the 
night before and how he drove his 
Renault Megane at speed behind the 
Ford Fiesta driven by Mr Saunders 
who was en route to Kearsney Abbey 
in Dover. 

During a confrontation, the pair 
began to push and shove before Mr 
Saunders heard a “loud crack”. Smith 
got back in his car and drove off. 

Mr Saunders realised he couldn’t 
walk, then felt “excruciating pain” 
and could see blood. 

He underwent surgery at William 
Harvey Hospital, Ashford, and had 
part of his bowel removed. 

Smith eventually went to Folkestone 
police station to hand himself in. 

Smith told officers “I shot him, I 
didn’t mean to.” 

He admitted hiding the gun at 
Channel Gliding Club, Waldershare 
Park, Dover. Officers found two parts 
of the firearm, clothing worn by 
Smith and the Renault Megane.

DEADLY diseases may still 
exist in Kentish waters despite 
having laid dormant for hun¬ 
dreds of years, warns the author 
of a new book on cholera. 

Hundreds of people 
died when an out¬ 
break of the infection, 
thought to have been 
caused by poor living 
conditions near the 
Thames in Lambeth, 
south London, swept 
through the county in 
the mid-19th Century. 

But despite only 35 
cases of cholera hav¬ 
ing been reported in Europe since 2000, 
Amanda Thomas, author of The Lambeth 
Cholera Outbreak of 1848-1849, is warning 
that people should not be complacent. 

She said: “I’d be very surprised if it still 
exists in the Thames because of all the 
cleansing work carried out there, but don’t 
think it’s gone away completely. 

“On the one hand we can be too hygienic, 
which isn’t good for our immune system, 
but washing your hands before you eat and 
after going to the loo is still very important. 

“If your hobby is sailing and you’re 
pulling wet ropes about all day then I 
would be particular about my hygiene, and 
I wouldn’t advise anyone to go swimming 
in marinas either. 

“I don’t think cholera has left our shores 
so we need to be careful. It won’t be terror¬ 
ists or another war that kills the human 
race, it will be some sort of epidemic.” 

Cholera is an acute intestinal infection 
caused by ingestion of food or water contam¬ 
inated with the bacterium Vibrio cholerae. 

It produces an enterotoxin that causes a 
painless, watery diarrhoea that can quick¬ 
ly lead to severe dehydration and death if 
treatment is not promptly given. 

In 2007 it was revealed that 90 patients 
had died at hospitals run by Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust following out¬ 
breaks of a different disease - Clostridium 
difficile (C diff) - between 2004 and 2006. 

KOS Media then launched a hand- 
hygiene campaign to raise awareness 
about superbugs and to show how everyone 
can help to stop the spread of infection. 

Mrs Thomas said the importance of 
hand-washing first came to public atten¬ 
tion after the Lambeth cholera outbreak. 

She added: “A lot of folklore about hand¬ 
washing probably stems 
from those cholera out¬ 
breaks, because once it’s 
digested you can die veiy 
quickly. You can get it at 
breakfast and die by teatime. 

“The areas worst affected 
in 1849 were places like 
Northfleet and Gravesend. 
Then it spread from there. 

“It went to Medway then Dover in the 
space of three months, killing thousands of 
people. It was very nasty and would have 
been spoken about for years afterwards.” 

Mrs Thomas is a regular contributor to 
the Friends of Medway Archives (FOMA) 
newsletter, the Clock Tower.

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‘Gervais couldn’t do it’

THE verbal punchbag of comedy 
genius Ricky Gervais admits he 
really would be stupid to agree to 
a second series of An Idiot 
Abroad, writes Steve Knight. 

Karl Pilkington - who achieved cult status 
as the deadpan producer of Gervais’s popu¬ 
lar podcast show - is now a star in his own 
right thanks to the eight-part Skyl docu¬ 
mentary, which continues on Thursday. 

But despite the show giving him the 
chance to visit all Seven Wonders of the 
World in just a few weeks, the 38-year-old 
Deal resident admits there were few high¬ 
lights he will take from the trip. 

“The Taj Mahal was the best and the pyra¬ 
mids were the worst,” he said. “Chichen Itza 
[in Mexico! was a bit of nothing, really. 

“The Great Wall of China? It’s just a joke 
because a lot of it isn’t even that old. It was 
restored in 1985 or something. It’s like a lot 
of Wimpey homes in the 1980s - you look at 
the brick and just think, ‘I could have bought 
that from Homebase’. 

“And I’m not dissing religion or anything 
but I didn’t get Christ the Redeemer. It’s just 
a statue. The highest point, literally, would 
have to be Machu Picchu. 

“But the real high point would probably be 
completing the journey, being at Heathrow 
after the last trip and going, ‘I’ve done it.’ It 
made me realise how happy I am with what 
I have.” 

Despite being described by Gervais as a 
“little round-headed buffoon”, Manchester- 
born Pilkington is actually a respected pro¬ 
ducer in the radio world and was once head 
of production at Xfm. 

Yet his unintentionally hilarious views on 


the world have won him an army of fans, 
most of which are revelling in the torture he 
was put through by Gervais and his comedy 
sidekick Stephen Merchant in An Idiot 
Abroad. Pilkington said that despite being 
the butt of the pair’s constant jokes, he was 
confident he handled starring in the show 
better than either of his friends would have. 

“Steve might have been able to do a bit of 
it, but Ricky, not at all,” he said. “Even 
though I went through all this, I feel like the 
winner because I’ve done things he’ll never 


do. He can keep his awards. I’ve been around 
the world. If I go to a party - which I won’t - 
I’ve got more stuff to talk about. 

“There’s only so many times you can say, 
‘Look at this award, everyone.’ But, if you go 
‘Have you ever shit in a tent? Have you ever 
had your leg set on fire? Have you been 
chased by bees?’ That’s the thing Ill take 
away from it all.”

Tenants’ voting 

MORE than half of council tenants and lease¬ 
holders in east Kent have given their views 
ahead of a proposed shake-up of housing serv¬ 
ices. About 10,000 people took part in a consul¬ 
tation after Thanet, Canterbury, Dover and 
Shepway councils put forward plans to set up 
an arm’s length management organisation 
(Almo) to manage housing stock. The authori¬ 
ties believe it could save about £1.5 million. 

The consultation was sent to 18,000 people, 
with 52 per cent taking part. 

Asked if they thought it was a good idea, 64 
per cent of respondents said yes, 24 per cent 
were not sure and 12 per cent said no. A sec¬ 
ond question asked if they supported Thanet 
council joining the other three to form the 
Almo. Sixty-nine per cent said yes, 18 per cent 
weren’t sure and 13 per cent said no. 

A report will go to each of the councils, which 
will need to submit an application to transfer 
their housing management to any new set-up.

Galleries raised more than £200,000 for sellers. 

A contestant on the auction show was Vanessa 
Famham, 58, of Whitstable, who was selling the 
Dam Busters book, by Paul Brickhill. 

It had been signed by most of the heroes 
involved in the daring bouncing bomb raids on 
the German Ruhr dams. 

After seeing another copy being valued on 
Antiques Roadshow for about £700 with 
fewer autographs, she was delighted to see 
hers raise £900 when it was sold to a collec¬ 
tor in Deal. 

Unpaid bill 

Mrs Famham’s edition had been owned by 
Flying Officer Brian Goodale of 
617 Squadron, the only wireless 
operator to be awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross and 
bar during World War Two. 

He was also a member of the 
AJ-L 'Leather’ crew, which sur¬ 
vived the first wave of the 
attacks on the Eder. 

F/O Goodale, nicknamed 
‘Concave’, stayed at Mrs 
Farnham’s parents’ hotel in 
Northern Ireland in the 1960s, 
but failed to return one night, 
leaving his belongings, an 
unpaid bill - and the book - 
behind in his room. 

He later died in Cambridge 
Hospital in 1977.

Signatories included Barnes Wallis, who 
invented the famous bouncing bomb which 
was tested off the Kent coast at Reculver, 
along with air ace Johnnie Johnson and 
Leonard Cheshire, who was Guy Gibson’s 
successor as squadron commander after 
Gibson was killed later in the war. 

Another Flog It! contestant sold 
three autographed cricket photo¬ 
graphs: the South African Team of 
1947; the New Zealand Touring 
Team of 1949; and the West 
Indies Touring Team of 1950.

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World comes to harbour town

ONE of the most ambitious public 
arts projects ever to be held in the 
UK returns to Folkestone next 
year, with a host of new works 
announced. 



The opening up of the Martello 4 tower for 
the first time in years, and hundreds of model 
ships descending from a church ceiling, are 
among the expected highlights of the 2011 
Folkestone Triennial. 

A former deckchair storage hall under the 
Leas will be turned into a cinema, and a life- 
size bronze statue of one local woman will be 
unveiled in the pose of 
Copenhagen’s famous 
Little Mermaid. 

The three-yearly 
exhibition was first 
launched in 2008 by 
arts regeneration 
charity the Creative 
Foundation and the 
line-up for next year’s 
event was announced 
at a reception at The 
Grand hotel. 

Curator Dr Andrea 
Schlieker told KOS 
Media: “The first 

Triennial was very 
much centred on 

Folkestone itself; it became a kind of poly¬ 
phonic portrait of the town. 

“The next Triennial is called A Million 
Miles from Home and centres on 

Folkestone’s geographical position as a gate¬ 
way and a portal, and it’s much more about 
bringing the wider world to Folkestone. 

“So whereas the first time we looked in, 
this time we’re looking out.” 

Internationally-acclaimed artists from 
countries including Morocco, Algeria, 

Egypt, India and Brazil will have their 
works featured, together with the world- 
renowned Spanish artist Cristina Iglesias 
and Scottish-bom Hew Loch, who is cur¬ 
rently nominated to create a work for the 
fourth plinth in Trafalgar Square. 

The circular brick building of Martello 
4, which is overgrown with thick ivy 
and vegetation, will be made visible 
again by Iglesias’s sculpture on the 
tower’s ramparts. 

A walk-in viewing platform will let peo-

Bishop’s call 
to get involved 

THE Archbishop of Canterbury has 
called on churchgoers to make a “God¬ 
shaped difference” by re-engaging with 
their communities. 

Dr Rowan Williams said people had 
become fearful of the “nasty questioning 
moments” of life, and had become too will¬ 
ing to ignore the suffering of others. 

The leader of the worldwide Anglian 
Communion made the comments at a rare 
Kent appearance in Great Chart, near 
Ashford, to mark Back to Church Sunday. 

Dr Williams used an analogy of a recent 
trip to India to help illustrate his point, 
describing how he became desensitised to 
beggars in the street. 

He said: “The first couple of days I was 
there I was deeply upset by the numbers of 
beggars in the street. 

“After about two weeks I realised I had 
stopped noticing. ‘Oh,’ I thought. Another 
beggar.’ 

“I realised with some shock how easy it is 
to stop seeing other people’s needs and 
other people’s poverty and other people’s 
suffering. 

“It’s the default setting.” 


pie see the tower - which was originally built 
in 1804 to defend Britain from a Napoleonic 
invasion - and its moat, together with its 
undisturbed wildlife. 

Hew Loch, who was raised in Guyana, plans 
to suspend about 100 model ships collected 
from around the world in the nave of St Mary 
and St Eanswythe’s Church, Folkestone’s old¬ 
est building. 

Zineb Sedira will make a film about Cap 
Caxine lighthouse in Algeria, focusing on its 
role, history and symbolism, to be shown in 
the deckchair hall built into the Leas cliff, 
which has been boarded up for decades and 
will be open to the public for the first time. 


Turner Prize-nominated Cornelia Parker 
will create a Folkestone version of the bronze 
Little Mermaid statue in Copenhagen, with 
townswomen of every size, shape and age 
invited to come forward as potential models. 

The final candidate from a shortlist of six 
will be announced in November, with the 
‘Folkestone Mermaid’ to be placed on the east¬ 
ern end of The Stade. 

Artworks from the 2008 Triennial remain on 
permanent public display around Folkestone, 
including Nathan Coley’s illuminated light 
sign in Tontine Street called Heaven Is A Place 
Where Nothing Ever Happens, and Tracey 
Emin’s seven small bronzes, Baby Things.

ANCIENT artefacts discovered in 
the remains of one of the UK’s 
most significant Roman villas 
have been used to highlight the 
importance of archaeology in Kent. 

Academics from Canterbury Christ 
Church University and the Council for 
British Archaeology South East focused a 
three-day conference on A Town Unearthed: 
Folkestone before 1500 - a community proj¬ 
ect involving the excavation of a Roman 
building at East Wear Bay. 

Archaeologists began digging exploratory 
trenches in the remains in August, 20 years 
since the site was last excavated. 

An update of progress was given at the 
meeting at the University Centre Folkestone 
at the weekend, which saw experts discuss 
the importance of archaeology and heritage 
to communities in the 21st century. 

Dr Lesley Hardy, senior lecturer for the

university’s department of history and 
American studies and lead on the project, 
said archaeology has a central place within 
the interests of the British public. 

“The conference explored why the pursuit 
of the past through archaeology has become 
so important to us - its role within media, 
art, literature and history,” she said. 

Key speakers discussed topics including 
representations of archaeology in culture, 
archaeology and the community and educa¬ 
tion, and identity and ownership of the past. 

Andrew Richardson, project manager, said 
a great deal of unexcavated archaeology sur¬ 
vives across the site. 

“One of the most interesting discoveries so 
far is an unfinished quern stone, used for 
grinding com,” he said. “It’s been known for 
some years that a quem stone industry, dat¬ 


ing to around 2,000 years ago, existed at 
East Wear Bay, as many stones have been 
found at the site and on the beach below. 

“Very few quem production sites have 
been identified and this new discovery rein¬ 
forces Folkestone’s position as an interna¬ 
tionally important Iron Age site.” 

The project also involves a programme of 
education and community events that will 
mn over the next three years in Folkestone. 

Those behind the scheme aim to help resi¬ 
dents understand their local heritage and 
become involved in unearthing Folkestone’s 
past and preserving its future. 

The project is funded by a Heritage Lottery 
Fund award and is being led by Canterbury 
Christ Church University, Canterbury 
Archaeological Trust and Folkestone People’s 
History Centre, with support of the Roger De 
Haan Charitable Trust, Folkestone Town 
Council and Shepway District Council.

FOODIES are returning to their 
Kentish roots by opting for tradi¬ 
tional dishes over more exotic 
cuisine, writes Marijke Cox. 

Dinner-time habits are rapidly changing, 
with foreign food such as Indian, Thai and 
Chinese being pushed aside in favour of local 
produce. 

The findings were revealed in a study by 
Brakes Group, an international supplier to 
the food service sector, based in Ashford, 
which found 76 per cent of diners believed 
restaurants in the county should be serving 
regional food. 

And more than half said it was important 
for eateries to offer customers speciality dish¬ 
es representing the county. 


The most popular dishes found 
through the research included 
ploughman’s, roast dinners, toad- 
in-the-hole, stews, bangers and / / 
mash, and fish and chips. / 

James Armitage, marketing / < 
director at Brakes, said cater- / f 
ers should put classic British V 

dishes back on the menu. 

“This study has uncovered a ^ * 

revealing picture of diners’ ^ 

relationships with British food ^ 

in the eat-out sector,” he said. 

“Putting good-quality, seasonal pro¬ 
duce from regional suppliers on the menu 
is an important way of helping the environ¬ 
ment by reducing food miles and supporting 
regional farmers. It’s also a sure way of meet¬ 
ing soaring demand for British ingredients 



from consumers who are much more 
interested in provenance and sea¬ 
sonality than they were just a 
few years ago.” 

The study follows the annu¬ 
al British Food Fortnight, 
which saw events take place 
across the county between 
September 18 and October 3, 
including the Broadstairs 
Food Festival, Kentish Food 
Week, and the Kent Food and 
Drink Festival in Canterbury. 

Mr Armitage added: “British Food 
Fortnight is a fantastic opportunity to 
shine a spotlight on the best of British.” 

Dave Flynn, owner of The Allotment in 
Dover, said it was vitally important that peo¬ 
ple chose local produce to eat.

His restaurant, which is mentioned in the 
Good Food Guide 2010 and 2011, uses Kent 
suppliers and allotment owners in the com¬ 
munity who sell him their excess produce. 

“From my point of view, it means working 
with people in the local community, which is 
what should be done everywhere,” he said. 

“It’s cutting out the middle man and it 
makes sense in terms of everyone doing well. 
It also means food is seasonal and fresh.” 

Mr Flynn said his restaurant has received 
excellent feedback since it opened three 
years ago. 

‘We offer a variety and it’s all fresh,” he said. 

Figures from the Brakes study showed 80 
per cent of people thought it was important 
to support local food producers and 76 per 
cent said they believed it was important for 
restaurants to serve seasonal food. 


German train has 
test run in Tunnel 


A GERMAN high-speed train 
will have a test run through the 
Channel Tunnel ahead of a pos¬ 
sible new service between 
London and Frankfurt. 

The 200mph ICE-3 train, 
operated by Germany’s state- 
run railway Deutsche Bahn, will 
make the maiden voyage on 
Tuesday, October 19. 

It is hoped this will lead to the 
opening up of the European rail¬ 
way market, with passengers 
able to travel between Europe’s 
two leading financial centres for 
as little as £49 one-way. 

Reports claim the direct non¬ 
stop journey is possible in three 
hours and 55 minutes, com¬ 
pared with the estimated four- 
and-a-half hours needed to get 
between each place by plane 
once travel to the airport, check¬ 
in and flight time are counted. 

Stops at Cologne, Brussels and 
Lille are also being considered. 


Safety authorities have 
relaxed conditions to allow the 
DB train to pass through the 
tunnel for tests - it could come 
into service as early as 
December, 2013. 

A spokesman for Deutsche 
Bahn said: “DB is committed to 
introducing high-speed rail 
services between London and 
Germany, enhancing connectivi¬ 
ty between these two countries. 
Services are expected to start at 
the end of 2013. 

“Work has already com¬ 
menced with safety, infrastruc¬ 
ture and regulatory bodies 
across Europe in order to meet 
all the requirements necessary 
to operate these trains.” 

Eurostar is currently the only 
passenger service that operates 
through the tunnel, which runs 
to Paris and Brussels from 
London St Pancras via Ashford 
International. 


■ NEARLY a dozen chimney fires took hold across the county last 
weekend, prompting fire bosses to issue safety advice. 

Crews were called to houses in Gillingham, Borough Green, 
Cranbrook, Marden, Wye, Canterbury, Sundridge, Milstead, Plaxtol and 
Sittingbourne between Friday and Sunday. 

In total, firefighters responded to 11 incidents. This compares with just 
five similar calls during the whole of September last year. 

Kent Fire and Rescue’s community safety manager Lawrence Pater 
said: “Fires of this nature can smoulder undetected for some time and 
present serious risk to your home and family. 

“If you use an open fire, make sure your chimney is kept clean and has 
been recently swept, as build-ups of soot and ash can cause fires. 

“Before going to bed, make certain the fire is out or pushed to the back 
of the grate and use a guard to prevent any sparks hitting carpets.”

ED MILIBAND: The next Prime Minister?

ED MILIBAND’S leadership is 
the “end of New Labour”, say the 
party’s former Kent MPs, who 
have welcomed his victory in the 
battle to replace Gordon Brown. 

The ex-MPs also claimed that Mr Miliband, 
who narrowly beat his brother David in the 
leadership battle, was the man who would 
win back the support of the county’s voters. 

Derek Wyatt, former MP for Sittingboume 
and Sheppey, said New Labour, which was 
introduced by Tony Blair in 1997, had not 
been successful in recent years and it was 
crucial for the party that changes were made. 

Frontline 

“I don’t think Labour members in Kent lost 
confidence, but the voters did,” he said. 

“A lot of people said they didn’t vote Labour 
in May because they were fed up with the 
party No brand lasts for ever, so something 
needed to change. Some of us were sick of the 
Blair and Mandelson soap opera. Ed has 
come in and said enough is enough - it’s the 
end of New Labour. 

“I voted for him and I was doing his cam¬ 
paigning. He can take the party forward and 
win back Kent’s voters.” 

Mr Wyatt, who was unable to attend the 
Labour conference, told KOS Media ahead of 
David Miliband’s announcement on whether 
he would take a position on the shadow cabi¬ 
net, that he believed the elder brother, who 
was expected to win the leadership contest, 
would step down from frontline politics. 


■ THE Conservatives wasted no time in 
attacking Ed Miliband - and the charge 
was led by Sevenoaks MP Michael Fallon, 
deputy chairman of the party. 

Mr Fallon said: “Ed Miliband’s been prom¬ 
ising for months that he’d tell us how he’d 
deal with the deficit. While Alistair Darling’s 
proposed cuts have been condemned as 
inadequate by everyone from the IMF to the 
Bank of England, Ed Miliband won’t even 
commit to going that far. 

“He can’t say whether he’d go faster or 
slower, would cut or tax, and won’t support 
a single cut, other than ID cards. The man 
without a plan clearly doesn’t know whether 
he’s coming or going.” 

“I don’t think hell sit on the shadow cabi¬ 
net,” he said. “I wouldn’t be surprised if he 
went to work for Hilary Clinton in the USA 
or at Harvard University for a year.” 

In May’s genreal election all of Kent’s seven 
Labour MPs lost their seats. 

Former MP for Dover and Deal, Gwyn 
Prosser, also thought David Miliband would 
step away from frontline politics. 

“I’d like him to stay, he’d make a good con¬ 
tribution, but it’s a double-edged sword,” he 
said. “If he became shadow chancellor it 
would give people the opportunity to count 
every word he says, looking to see whether he 
is disagreeing with his brother and going 
back to the Blair and Brown days.” 

But unlike his former colleague’s opinion 
that Ed Miliband’s first speech as leader was 
“terrific”, Mr Prosser said it was “not great”. 

“It was a good speech, it covered most of the 
areas I wanted it to cover, but I don’t think 
he’s a natural orator,” he said. 

“To be voted in against the odds and to 
make a leader’s speech after that, and all the 


attention and excitement surrounding him 
and his brother, is a lot of pressure. 

“He’ll get stronger and is a leader who can 
take us into the next election. He made it 
clear there was a new generation coming 
through and New Labour had run its course.” 

Mr Prosser said he believes Mr Miliband, 
who visited the county in July, will reach out 
to the South East, particularly more deprived 
areas such as Thanet and Dover. 

“In the run-up to the General Election he 
talked a lot about the South East and Kent. 

“Ed said we hadn’t really been listening to 
them and we should have been in recent 
years. From 1997 until 2001, we made 
changes that meant people in Kent and the 
rest of England were comfortable. But in the 
last four years we haven’t been listening. 

“Ed is confronting things such as immigra¬ 
tion that Gordon Brown was too precious to do. 
He is talking about optimism, which contrasts 
with what David Cameron has been saying.” 

Determined 

Paul Clark, former MP for Gillingham and 
Rainham, said although he helped in the 
leadership campaign for Ed Balls, he voted 
for Ed Miliband as his second choice. 

“I thought his speech oozed the message of 
leadership,” said Mr Clark. “It will take more 
than one speech, but people in Kent will 
think here’s a man who knows his own mind 
and is determined to make sure the coalition 
is only a one-term government.” 

Former Chatham and Aylesford MP 
Jonathan Shaw, ex-Medway MP Bob 
Marshall-Andrews and ex-Dartford MP 
Howard Stoate were unavailable for comment.

FACING UP TO POWER CRISIS 


The answer’s not blowing in the wind, despite the Government’s promises, 
according to UKip MEP for the South East NIGEL FARAGE 


B RITAIN faces a power crisis 
of unimaginable propor¬ 
tions. Our generating capac¬ 
ity is degrading at a rapid 
pace, and according to 
energy minister Chris Huhne, we face 
power blackouts in a few years. 

Indeed, we are looking at a shortfall of at least 
40 per cent as our elderly nuclear and convention¬ 
al gas, coal and oil power stations reach their 
dotage. As they close, the spectre of fuel 
poverty will continue to raise its head. 

During last winter, that coldest of 
cold snaps, according to official statis 
tics, thousands of pensioners died 
because they were unable to afford 
to heat their homes. Sadly this is 
just the beginning. 

Our economy runs on power. 

After wages, the biggest cost to 
most businesses is energy. We have 
all seen domestic bills soar in 
recent years, cutting into our dispos¬ 
able income and making life much 
less pleasant. How can this be? 

It is not as if we don’t know that we 
need power, it is not as if siren voices 
haven’t been warning us for at least a decade 
that unless we seriously invest in energy genera¬ 
tion we will be back to candles and watermills. 

Only last week, Mr Huhne was bobbing self- 
importantly around in the midst of the Great 
Thanet wind farm. He, too, is worried about the 
shortfall in our energy supply, and he, like so 
many of our political and social elite, sees develop¬ 
ments like the Swedish Vattenfall’s wind farm as 
the only way forward. It isn’t, and here is why. 

They need back-up power (read conventional 
power stations - the ones that are closing down) 
running continuously in case the wind stops blow¬ 
ing. Even if they did work as we are told, to sup¬ 
ply the UK’s energy needs of 78GW we would 
require at least 78,000 5MW turbines. The 
Government boasts that we have 4,500 of them. 
They are not self-funding like other kinds of 
power, and can only survive with subsidies such 
as the upwards of 14 per cent secretly added to 



everybody’s electricity bill to pay for our EU- 
inspired Renewable Energy Obligation. 

And you thought the wind was free? They are 
unreliable and the power from them is unpre¬ 
dictable. The Government talks about full capacity 
- at best they run at 26 per cent, which means you 
can only expect to get 1MW from a 4MW turbine. 

They fail to provide jobs. Vattenfall boasts that 
East Kent will get 21 jobs in Ramsgate, but the 
company will get £1.2 billion in subsidy over the 
next 20 years, if they last that long. We have no 
idea how much maintenance will cost. Anybody 
who lives near the sea will tell you about the abil¬ 
ity of salt to gum up the works. These preci¬ 
sion instruments will break down. 

If we are worried about power then 
sadly these ornaments, these vanity 
projects will never provide the 
power we need. According to figures 
released this week by the 
Government’s own UK Energy 
Research Centre, the energy pro¬ 
duced at Thanet over the projected 
25 year lifespan of the farm, meas¬ 
ured in megawatt hours, is expect¬ 
ed to be £149 a pop. That compares 
with £80 for coal and gas, and £97 for 
nuclear power. Costs have increased 
for all generation, but offshore wind 
farms are way the most expensive. 

This is, of course, madness but it is the collective 
lunacy of our political class. Two years ago, 
Parliament near unanimously supported the 
Climate Change Act. This forces us to cut our C02 
emissions by 80 per cent by 2050, at a cost of up to 
£18 billion a year, or £734 billion in total. They 
have done this to apply EU rules. 

What they don’t tell you is that they are slowly 
seeing through the climate scam themselves. Only 
in June at the Bilderburg conference of world 
leaders the agenda read: “The conference will deal 
mainly with financial reform, security, cyber tech¬ 
nology, energy, Pakistan, Afghanistan, world food 
problem, global cooling, social networking, med¬ 
ical science, EU-US relations.” 

Did you see that? “Global Cooling”. They know 
they are defrauding us. What Kent needs, what 
Britain needs is Dungeness C.

Remembering 
road victims

Airport threat 
to our wildlife 

The RSPB welcomes the 
recently-announced proposals 
by Natural England to extend 
the Dungeness Special 
Protection Area (SPA) and its 
designation as an international 
wetland site (Ramsar Site). 

Dungeness SPA is an expanse 
of coastal wetlands of 
European importance for 
breeding and wintering 
waterbirds, and an important 
stopover for migrants. 

The area is one of the best in 
Europe for its wildlife and has 
some of our most spectacular 
and beautiful habitats. The 
shingle landscape is home to a 
unique range of wildlife - from 
lichens, leeches and newts to 
butterflies, bees and huge 
flocks of birds. 

The protection levels given to 
the area, and the proposals to 
increase these, highlight its 
importance both nationally and 
internationally. 

Just this summer a pair of 
purple herons successfully bred 
at the RSPB’s Dungeness 
reserve - a first for the UK. 
Bitterns also bred for the first 
time on the site this year, 
following improvements to the 
specialist reedbed habitat. 

Such successes highlight the 
importance of this site for rare 
birds, which come here seeking 
sanctuary. 

The proposals to designate a 
larger area of Dungeness, 
Romney Marsh and Rye Bay as 
sites of conservation impor¬ 
tance, comes at the same time 
as the owners of neighbouring 
Lydd Airport are preparing for 
a public inquiry into their own 
expansion plans. 


The RSPB has always argued 
that an expanded airport in 
this area is inappropriate. Any 
further development of Lydd 
airport threatens the ability to 
protect this special place which 
provides space for both wildlife 
and the people who come here 
to enjoy it. 

The public inquiry into the 
airport expansion plans will 
start on February 15.

Survey unfair 

On Wednesday, September 29, Shepway 
District Council voted on the Governance 
Arrangements for the council but the whole 
way in which it has gone about this exercise 
has shown contempt for the voters and an 
unbelievable bias by those in, and who want 
to retain, power in Shepway 

The report accompanying the motion up for 
vote at that meeting demonstrates 
this contempt and bias, stating: “Only four 
people responded to the consultation - two 
favouring an elected mayor, two the indirectly 
elected leader model. The committee consid¬ 
ered that there was no compelling case to 
radically alter the council’s executive 
arrangements from those it has at present. 

“It considered that retaining the leader and 
cabinet model was more likely to assist in 
securing continuous improvement in the way 
in which the council’s functions are exercised, 
having regard to a combination of economy, 
efficiency and effectiveness. 

“Its recommendations to the council 
therefore are that the new ‘strong leader’ 
model be adopted.” 

The reason that only four people responded 
was that the consultation process was under¬ 
handed, discriminatory and biased. 

It was not publicised in anyway, just placed 
on the council website. 

By only being available on the Shepway 
website, it excluded those who could not use 
the internet or who were unable to access it. 
And the bias to retain the status quo was 
more than evident in the language used in 
the consultation document. 

I am, admittedly, in favour of a directly- 
elected mayor and I feel that this demon¬ 
strates why such a change is needed. Under 
the current system the leader of the council is 


only responsible to those councillors in his 
party - it is only they who can put their 
candidate in power and, despite the rather 
token idea of the council being able to remove 
the leader this can only happen if the leader’s 
party publically votes against them - 
something unlikely to happen. 

Can we really trust those in power to make 
this decision? After all, so far, they have only 
acted in their own interests rather than in 
those of the people of Shepway - the council 
should delay this vote on the governance of 
the district until a full and fair consultation 
process has taken place.

Clean up your act 

It is not surprising Kent tops the carbon 
emissions league table of worst 
offenders. However, it is those who are 
telling us what to do who are some of 
the biggest culprits. 

A survey of employees in every 
department of local councils, county 
councils and national government 
would show how far many of them drive 
to work every day to get the above- 
average salaries and the bloated 
taxpayer-funded pensions. Even con¬ 
tractors employed by councils travel too 
far to their job. I recently asked window 
cleaners working on libraries in the Isle 
of Thanet where they had travelled 
from. The answer was London. 

The previous chief constable of Kent 
was reportedly being chauffeur-driven 
from his home in London to Maidstone 
and back every day. Do these people 
think they are something special? 

Now there is one cut the new chief 
constable can make to his budget. Get 
rid of his chauffeur and drive himself 
around. 

Reports say road transport produces 


20 per cent of greenhouse gases in 
developed countries, so you are right to 
point out the thousands of lorries 
passing through the county every day. 

Shopkeepers cry out for the public to 
shop locally, but they buy from all over 
the world, creating the need for 
massive numbers of heavy lorries 
coming into the country through Dover 
and elsewhere 24 hours per day, seven 
days a week. They should practice what 
they preach and buy locally themselves. 

The entire food industry is, however, 
the biggest producer of carbon 
emissions and they need to be curbed 
drastically. Take just one example that 
has gone on as long as anyone can 
remember. Farm produce grown for 
example in Thanet or the Weald goes up 
to the London markets only to be driven 
back the next day to the shops close to 
where it came from. Supermarkets do 
likewise. Vegetables and fruit are 
collected by lorries, driven to a central 
warehouse a long way away and arrive 
back soon after near where it was 
grown. That’s when the supermarkets 
are not busy buying from the four 
corners of the world. 

Perhaps every domestic and industrial 
property should be made by law to have 
heating boilers serviced annually and 
be made to produce a yearly certificate 
when paying council taxes or face a big 
increase. 

Motorists should also be made to have 
their vehicles serviced professionally 
every year and likewise be made by law 
to show a certificate to prove it has 
been done when applying for the yearly 
road tax, or be refused if they haven’t 
got one, just as we are now if we cannot 
provide current insurance or MOT 
papers. 

There is so much we could do to keep 
the air cleaner, but unfortunately those 
who govern us haven’t got the brains to 
even start to think of such things.

Ban horse whips 

Despite increasing public concern for the 
welfare of animals, one aspect of animal 
cruelty rarely gets exposure: the use of the 
whip on race horses. 

Animal Aid recently completed a survey of 
whip offences committed by jockeys in racing 
during the first six months of 2010. Taken 
from the British Horseracing Authority’s 
database, the whip rules - which are meant 
to protect horses from abuse - were contra¬ 
vened during this period 453 times by 243 
jockeys. The penalties imposed were not 
severe enough to stop 101 jockeys from 
re-offending, and two broke the rules nine 
times. There has been an 83 per cent rise in 
offences since 2006. 

Many horses were hit when they had no 
chance of winning. Others were hit so hard 
that they were left with weal marks. 
Shockingly, a number of horses were beaten 
on more than one occasion. An elderly horse 
called Mr Parson, who has never had the 
ability to ever win a race, was brutalised and 
wealed by his jockey as he plodded up to the 
Towcester racecourse finishing post in an 
exhausted state. He was beaten with the 
whip a month later at the same racecourse 
by a different jockey when out of contention. 

Clearly current regulation does not work as 
a disincentive to offend. Animal Aid believes 
it is time to remove the whip from British 
racing.

Parents too young

lot are too young to have a child, or to 
know how to start the teaching process 
at home in the first five years.

They don’t read books to 
their children, or talk to them. Cooking 
with them seems to be a thing of the 
past, taking them to the park unheard 
of, as is teaching them numbers and 
letters and writing their own name and 
address before starting school. 

Some parents only supply takeaway 
meals and fizzy drinks - no fresh foods. 
Screaming and swearing, allowing them 
to play in the street, watching the 
wrong TV shows, no love and protection 
given - and expecting them to live in a 
house full of smoke and alcohol. 

Teachers have a tough job. They are 
expected to be social workers, and are 
not allowed to discipline the children. 

Many children start school with 
behavioural problems. Yes, many of the 
children have needs, but not special 
needs. 

Children need good parents who will 
love them, feed them, teach them and 
care for them. Many do not get this 
because the mothers are not mature 
enough to look after themselves, let 
alone bring up a child.

Student midwives train at several hospitals 
linked with the university, including Queen 
Mary’s at Sidcup, the Princess Royal in 
Bromley, and Darent Valley in Dartford. 

Through its government-backed Baby 
Friendly Initiative, Unicef sets an internation¬ 
al standard for breastfeeding training which 
providers must attain. 

Karen Cleaver is Greenwich’s head of the 
department of family care and mental health, 
which forms part of the school of health and 
social care. 

She said: “We are delighted at this achieve¬ 
ment. It is a reflection of the commitment of 
midwifery staff here at the University of 
Greenwich, and in local maternity services, in 
promoting breastfeeding. 

Tribute 

“Unicef’s accreditation is also a tribute to 
the hard work which went into preparing the 
submission.” 

Training in breastfeeding is delivered every 
year to about 175 student midwives via a com¬ 
bination of classroom-based teaching, student 
research and clinical-based practice and 
supervision sessions. 

During their degrees, the students spend at 
least half of their time on placement, where 
they are assessed by qualified practitioners. 

The Baby Friendly Initiative works with the 
healthcare system to ensure a high standard 
of care for pregnant women and breastfeeding 
mothers and babies. 

Support is provided for healthcare facilities 
seeking to implement best practice, while the 
accreditation process recognises those who 
have achieved the required standard. 

■ THE University of Kent has been shortlist¬ 
ed for two categories in the Times Higher 
Education Awards. 

Professor Darren Griffin and his team are up 
for Research Project of the Year for their ‘genet¬ 
ic MOP paper, while Prof Paul Allain is hoping 
to pick up the award for Excellence and 
Innovation in the Arts. 

Vice-chancellor Dame Julia Goodfellow said: 
“We are all very pleased to have the work of two 
of our academies recognised in this way and we 
wish them all the best.”

Nissan’s 'bulldog’ may 
chew up the opposition 


NISSAN may be about to savage 
the small car market in the 
same way as its niche-crunching 
Qashqai crossover did when 
launched three years ago. 

The new five-door Juke certainly looks 
like it’s up for a fight, thanks to bulldog 
styling that enables it to be part supermini, 
part SUV, and part sports hatch. 

It has already put the bite on the Micra 
supermini - axed from the Nissan range 
completely after its distinctive styling 
failed to impress the male half of the motor 
market. 

The pugnacious Juke is a fairly obvious 
effort to redress the balance, though I can see

Mini - a real ‘buy with confidence’ vote. 

The Japanese marque, which produces 
most of its big sellers on UK soil at 
Sunderland, has pitched its new package 
reasonably too, from £12,795. 

It will also be able to ‘walk the talk’ as 
well if needed - four-wheel drive is an 
option to go with the butch styling as well 
as more economical front-wheel drive. 

The sensible engine choices are a frugal 
117PS (115bhp) 1.6-litre petrol and the 
familiar Renault-derived fuel-sipping HOPS 
(108bhp) 1.5-litre dCi diesel, but there is a 
190PS (187bhp) performance flagship from 
£15,695. 


The trim range comprises familiar Nissan 
specification levels - Visia, Acenta and 
Tekna - but even the entry-level Visia comes 
with 16-inch alloys, electronic stability sys¬ 
tem, six airbags, sports seats and air con. 

Along with the innovative styling and 
roomy cabin there is also the new Nissan 
dynamic control system. 

The Japanese marque says this is a cen¬ 
tral command and display module like no 
other, allowing the driver to alter the car’s 
drive settings and functions such as cli¬ 
mate control. 

Nissan UK managing director Paul 
Willcox said: “For many years buyers in 
this sector have had a pretty conservative 
range to choose from.

TIMES are changing fast at 
Chrysler Jeep dealerships as the 
Fiat Group, the brands’ new senior 
partner, starts to work changes. 

Not so long ago the Italian industrial giant 
itself was struggling, so it knows a thing or two 
about turnarounds. 

And Steve Handyside, dealer principal at 
Chrysler Jeep dealer Whitehouse Tonbridge, 
told Driving: “I’ve seen a few changes myself 
after some 40 years in the motor trade and 
with major brands like Ford, Vauxhall and 
Rover, but the new broom is impressive. 

“We have had a whole new sophisticated 
dealership IT system online since the start of 
the month. 

“And it’s nice to know the Chrysler Jeep 
brands have some new investment and muscle 
behind them now, especially when you realise 
that Fiat makes more than cars.” 

In fact the Italian giant not only owns the 
Fiat car brand, but also Alfa Romeo, Lancia, 
Abarth, Ferrari and Maserati and makes 
motorcycles, trucks and vans, too. Beyond 
these it produces aircraft, and agricultural 
and construction machinery. 

It also pioneered and remains a leader in 
production-line robots and is remembered for 


a series of 1980s ads proclaiming the then Fiat 
Strada as ‘hand-built by robots’. 

Steve Handyside said: “The obvious benefits 
for us as a dealer is that we will soon get new 
Chrysler group models making use of the 
highly successful small car platforms and 
economical/low C02 powertrains that Fiat 
does so well through models like the Fiat 500, 
Punto and Bravo. 

“We will get them far faster than if the old 
group had to develop this type of production, 


which is what the UK and European markets 
want in particular. 

“It doesn’t mean throwing away what 
Chrysler Jeep does so well; the Jeep brand will 
remain a 4x4 icon and the little Patriot 
remains a fantastic bargain in that class. 

“The Grand Voyager will also remain one 
our big hits as a full-size seven-seat MPV with 
all the toys and the Stow ‘n’ Go facility that 
allows luggage to be stashed beneath the floor 
or seats to fold away completely. 


“I’m also pleased the 300C (saloon) - a fab¬ 
ulous attention-grabber for the Chrysler 
brand - will continue and we are doing the 
best-selling diesel model with a big wheels 
high-spec SRT pack for just £22,995. 

“That’s a lot of car for the money until a new 
model comes along eventually.” 

The Fiat Chrysler partnership started in 
early 2009, to create a credible rival to estab¬ 
lished global players Toyota, VW and the 
Renault-Nissan Alliance.

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Fabia continues to 
be little head-turner

Skoda Fabia 


SKODA’S original 2000-vintage 
Fabia didn’t storm any beauty con¬ 
tests, but it won many loyal recruits 
to the Czech brand at a crucial time. 

It was lauded for practicality, reliability and 
a flexible five-door format. 

The VW-owned company followed up in 2007 
with more of the same, though clothed in a 
taller and even more versatile body that was 
less pugnacious and easier on the eye, but the 
estate model looks as awkward as it is practi¬ 
cal -just as the Mkl version did. 

There were two all-new features of the line¬ 
up though; a fuel-sipping, low emission 
Greenline Estate - though I find this a little 
too bohemian despite its eco-friendly nature - 
and a pumped up Scout Estate model with 
pseudo off-road styling. 

But for me, the most impressive thing has been 
the way mainstream Fabias tilt at the BMW 
Mini, with sporty accoutrements and customis¬ 
ing options like two-tone paint, but a far more 
user-friendly body and more tempting pricing 
than the rather pokey BMW fashion item. 


Okay, you won’t get a Mini Cooper in terms 
of image - some people with ridiculously long 
memories still bang on about Skoda’s days as 
a Soviet Bloc brand - but Fabia prices start at 
£9,330 with a decent spec compared with the 
very basic Mini First at £11,160. 

With such a modest start price you can either 
afford to trade up to the mid range SE or flag¬ 
ship Elegance spec, or invest in extras that you 
like - the Fabia looks good with alloys. 

If you really want to go mad then there is 


also the £15,700 vRS hot hatchback, a huge 
favourite in the Mkl range and still sought 
after, now reborn with the new shape car. 

Inside the Fabia we get the same robust 
materials and ample stowage as before, but a 
much ‘sunnier’ cabin - all a far cry from the 
Soviet Bloc Skoda’s plastic-covered card trim 
of a few decades ago. 

A decent size boot includes clever features, 
such as the ‘bendy bin’ that clips to the side of 
the boot and fences in loose items or shopping. 


The chassis and handling of the mainstream 
models is one of the best in the supermini class 
for its combination of driving pleasure and 
decent ride quality - the vRS panders more to 
the sporting car buyer. Standard Fabias grip 
and comer with great style, helped by commu¬ 
nicative steering and a decent gearshift. 

I had mixed feelings about the 105bhp 
1.9TDI engine in our SE hatchback £12,795 
test car though. It’s green, powerful and frugal 
- capable of averaging nearly 60mpg - but 
feels heavy and raucous except during motor¬ 
way cmising when its economy is best enjoyed. 

Consequently, would-be customers should also 
check out the cheaper 1.2 and 1.6-litre petrol 
and 1.4 diesel Fabia alternatives and I would 
highlight the 85bhp and 105bhp turbocharged 
petrol 1.2TSI versions (from £11,810) which 
deliver lively performance when required plus 
decent economy and low emissions. 

We have said it before, but this type of 
engine is an increasingly attractive option in 
smaller cars rather than a diesel, which is 
heavier and affects the driving pleasure, more 
expensive upfront and also more wearing on 
tyres and front-end mechanicals. The fuel is 
cheaper, too. 

In lieu of a breakthrough on small hybrids 
and/or electric models, small petrol engines 
have more of a future than we thought a few 
years ago.

NEWLY appointed pensions cham¬ 
pion Dr Ros Altmann went on the 
offensive quickly this week, accusing 
the previous Labour government of 
abusing an older generation’s spirit 
of self-reliance. 

She also warned the new coalition not to imag¬ 
ine it could do the same and called upon busi¬ 
nesses to help employees plan for their future on 
the pensions front and through part-time ‘top- 
up’ employment opportunities. 

Dr Altmann is director-general designate - an 
all-new post - for the Folkestone-based Saga 
group, specialising in services for the over-50s. 

An experienced City financier and pensions 
guru, she and Saga teamed up previously dur¬ 
ing a lengthy pensions row, started in 2002 
when workers at the Allied Steel and Wire 


plants at Sheemess and 
Cardiff realised there 
would be a massive short¬ 
fall in their pensions. 

It blew up into a nation¬ 
al issue as the whole UK 
private and pensions 
structure was exposed as 
complex and under-fund¬ 
ed, with the expectations 
of pensioners-to-be falling 
well below what they 
would receive. 

And just as she high¬ 
lighted the need to restore and refinance the 
pensions system, Dr Altmann was horrified this 
week to hear Deputy Governor of the Bank of 
England Charlie Bean confirm the bank was 
intent on keeping interest rates low in order to 
persuade people to spend their savings and help 
the economic recovery 

She told Business Week: “That makes it par¬ 
ticularly tough on the older population who are 
trying to eke out returns from dwindling savings 


and pensions. He (Bean) should be encouraging 
people to save - not punishing them. We must 
wake up to the realities of an ageing population 
and one that has been taken advantage of - they 
need a champion. 

“Unfortunately, this is the generation brought 
up to not make a fuss and that makes it too easy 
for the powers that be to ignore them and listen 
to the younger generations. 

“These people and their parents helped 
rebuild Britain after the war. They were led to 
believe by government that they would get a 
good pension, but the British state pension is 
the lowest pro rata in the developed world. They 
have also seen their savings and private pen¬ 
sions decimated.” 

But she was confident she could mobilise a 
famously uncomplaining generation of post-war 
baby-boomers to fight for their pension rights: 

“If Government thinks people in their 50s and 
60s will take whatever is thrown at them, then 
I hope it is sadly mistaken.”

Fortunately, while some of these discarded units actually will 
be knackered rather than just dated cosmetically, a Kent firm 
appears to be making a decent business out of recycling and 
remanufacturing them, while creating jobs and saving 
resources and cutting transport pollution.

Church arts hub rebirth welcomed 


PERMISSION to transform Ashford’s 
landmark St Mary’s Church into a 
community arts hub has advanced 
development of the former market 
town. 

Judith Armitt, MD of development 
agency Ashford’s Future told 
Business Week in a recent interview 
that she saw the amenity potential of 
the historic building as a small yet 
crucial part of her organisation’s £2.5 
billion development strategy, which 
includes 28,000 jobs, 31,000 homes 
and two million square feet of new 
commercial space. 

St Mary’s has hosted music and arts 
for 20 years, and partnered the bor¬ 


ough council last year to apply suc¬ 
cessfully to Ashford’s Future for 
£1.2 million in growth area funding 
towards £1.7m needed overall to 
update its facilities. 

But the project was delayed by an 
objection made to the Church, now 
overruled by an ecclesiastical court. 

Mrs Armitt said: “After an extended 
opportunity for all objections and sup¬ 
port to be heard, we are at last able to 
proceed. I am delighted we can start 
work on this fantastic project and wel¬ 
come in a new era of arts excellence 
for Ashford. This venue will be a boost 
for residents and should be finished 
by next summer.” 


St Mary’s vicar, the Rev Cohn 
Preece, said the building would not be 
lost as a place or worship: “St Mary’s 
Church is, and should always be, a 
shared sacred space for both religious 
and secular visitors.” He added: “This 
work will not only safeguard the 
future of this ancient building, but 
will also bring many more people from 
all walks of life through its doors.” 

The revamped building will accom¬ 
modate up to 350 people after the fit¬ 
ting of movable seating, a new floor 
with underfloor heating, stage lighting, 
more toilets, improved disabled access, 
a better kitchen, refurbished meeting 
rooms, and ga eneral upgrade.

C hilling waste 
of resources 

FRIDGE mountains have been targeted by 
an MP to help boost jobs on Sheppey. 

Gordon Henderson, the Tory MP for 
Sittingbourne and Sheppey, learned that 
80,000 refrigeration display units are thrown 
away every year when many could be re¬ 
manufactured by companies like Bond Retail 
Services at Sheerness. 

He aims to lobby the Government to try to 
level this pile of waste created by supermar¬ 
kets and other retailers. 

The MP met Bond employees whose 
remanufacturing means the carbon footprint 
of the fridge is reduced, energy efficiency 
boosted and landfill avoided. 

He heard that many retailers are switching 
to the revitalised cabinets - but not enough 
or fast enough. 

Mr Henderson said: “I’ll be pressing the 
Government to encourage supermarkets to 
refurbish refrigerators. It’s scandalous that 
80,000 are scrapped every year and replaced 
by equipment often imported from overseas. 

“If we can double the number of units we 
refurbish we can cut our carbon footprint 
and allow companies such as Bond to 
expand and create more jobs.” 

The Bond Group was established at 
Sheerness in 1976 and has sites in Telford, 
Swindon, Stoke-on-Trent and Falkirk.

Pensions are set to become a big social issue as the Bank of 
England seeks to peg interest rates and exhorts the UK to 
spend its way out of sluggish post-recession growth. This 
does not help the savings and pensions of baby boomers, 
the generation who looked ahead to a comfortable 
retirement only to find their dreams wrecked by the UK’s 
pensions strategy of the past 10-15 years. 

Kent-based Saga - the insurance to travel group for the 
over-50s - decided someone needed to champion their 
cause and the generations to follow, and turned to a familiar 
face, Dr ROS ALTMANN. She will soon take up an all-new 
role at Saga as director-general, but she is already relishing 
the challenge of representing the concerns and interests of 
the UK’s 21 million people aged over 50 - as she told a 
greying business editor Steve Loader 



ROS ALTMANN 


ENSIONS, we always heard, are a 
lifetime investment - the message 
underlined by glossy brochures 
featuring greying yet fit and 
tanned couples on a cruise, driving sports 
cars or relaxing on the golf course. 

And we all bought into it, of course, until Britain’s once 
rock-solid pensions structure started crashing around 
our ears. 

The first major public sign came in 2002, when work¬ 
ers at the Allied Steel and Wire plants at Sheemess and 
Cardiff realised there would be a massive shortfall in 
their pensions. The crisis brought Dr Ros Altmann to the 
fore to champion their cause and many others wronged 
by the system. 

She spearheaded a battle lasting more than five years, 
forcing the Government to compensate 150,000 workers 
who lost their final salary company pensions after being 
falsely assured by ministers that their pensions were 
completely safe. 

She created the Pensionstheft Action Group and used 
the battle cry across the media: “Stripped of our pen¬ 
sions”. Unwisely, the Government had come up against 
an adversary who had also invested a lifetime in pen¬ 
sions - as an academic, City high-flier and, latterly, as a 
campaigner and consultant.

Dr Altmann was able to continually raise the stakes in 
an increasingly bitter battle, and even sparked a back¬ 
bench rebellion within the Blair Government. 

Nevertheless, she still harbours reservations about the 
campaign’s success: “We won, but it took too long. Too 
many people died in misery.” 

It goes a long way to explaining why 54-year-old Dr 
Altmann feels re-energised by the opportunity presented 
by her new role: “Saga has always cared about its cus¬ 
tomers and the needs of people over 50. It helped with our 
campaign and was the only company that did, and I was 
impressed then with their caring attitude and concern.”

ROS’S TOP TIPS 

• Don’t let the jargon beat you - “So many people 
get put off by it. Too many companies and organ¬ 
isations use it to try to make you give up on 
checking or pursuing something. Don’t let them 
succeed. Don’t be afraid to ask for advice.” 

• Don’t fall for the corporate line - “Do your utmost 
to be honest. Sometimes it’s not easy to avoid tak¬ 
ing the company’s view but it will come back to 
haunt you. And say what you think.” 

• Be persistent - “If you believe in what you are 
doing, just keep plugging away.” 

• Go and see your MP; write a letter - “Whatever 
the issue, make your views known. Far too many 
think ‘I don’t want to make a fuss’, but if MPs don’t 
hear from people, how can they act?”

while they may have seen their pensions decimated, 
they have seen the value of their houses appreciate. Not 
all are home owners, she points out, and many of the 
rest face selling a much cherished property where they 
hoped to enjoy retirement rather than sell to fund one. 

“It’s a familiar phrase, but many have been left asset 
rich and cash poor,” she said. 

“The over-50s have enormous power, if only they 
would use it, but they are simply not used to wielding it. 


“Instead, they let younger generations, who have been 
raised with a greater sense of entitlement, have their 
say instead.” Dr Altmann has an impeccable finance and 
economics CV that, ironically, includes a spell advising 
10 Downing Street, although she observed: “They didn’t 
seem to want to listen.” 

Before a high-flying City 
career, she was also an aca¬ 
demic at University College 
London, London School of 
Economics and at Harvard 
University, researching and 
publishing on UK pension 
policy, occupational pensions 
and retirement. 

e at Harvard, 
renowned for produc¬ 
ing movers and 
shakers in the money world, 
she rubbed shoulders with 
people such as Bank of 
England Governor Mervyn 
King, though she was moved 
this week to castigate the 
bank’s ‘growth at all costs’ 
policy, which she says is 
restraining interest rates to 
promote spending and eco¬ 
nomic recovery, but not help¬ 
ing savers and pensions. 

She said: “The Bank of 
England needs urgently to re¬ 
examine its short-sighted pol¬ 
icy stance. Growth at all costs 
is not a recipe for long-term 
success. Indeed, isn’t that how 
we got into the crisis in the 
first place? Central banks 
kept interest rates too low for 
too long, encouraged too much 
borrowing, facilitated finan¬ 
cial speculation and led peo¬ 
ple to believe we could all live beyond our means with¬ 
out worrying about the future consequences. It may 
make people feel a bit better for a while to keep spend¬ 
ing and not saving, but this will lead to an even worse 
crisis in future.” 

Dr Altmann is a married mother-of-three and lives in 
London - she aims to continue to do so in order to max¬ 
imise her lobbying power. Her interests are charity 
fund-raising, swimming, walking and table tennis.

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Looking to Marsh legacy 


ROMNEY Marsh’s heyday as a 
centre for sheep and wool produc¬ 
tion is to be marked by the repro¬ 
duction of a tiny building. 

It will be based on a looker’s or 
shepherd’s hut. Some 300 of these 
primitive refuges dotted the 
marsh landscape during the 18th 
and 19th centuries, yet only the 
ruins of a few have survived. 

The re-creation will be built 
next June at Romney Marsh visi¬ 
tor centre and follow a traditional 
pattern - 10ft square, brick-built, 
earth floor, peg tile roof, bare 
rafters, fireplace and chimney. 

The project is being financed for 
educational use by the EU-funded 
Transmanche Green Network 
(TGN), which encourages rural 


tourism and conservation at 
Romney Marsh and Reculver in 
Kent, and the Arena Centre near 
Boulogne. TGN comprises six 
cross-Channel partners - Kent 
Wildlife Trust, Shepway council, 
Canterbury council, Discover 
Folkestone, Hythe and Romney 
Marsh, Communaute d’agglomer- 
ation Boulonnais; and the 
Boulogne, Shepway, Canterbury 
Co-operation Organisation 
(BOSCO+) - which have finalised 
a programme starting at Easter 
to enable Kent and French pupils 
to visit the three sites. DFHRM 
manager Chris Kirkham said it 
was part of a campaign aimed at 
producing a legacy of tourism ben¬ 
efits on both sides of the Channel. 



Bankers under fire at 
science park summit 

IT WAS clear from a business summit 
at Kent Science Park that bankers are 
in the debit column with Kent business 
leaders, writes Steve Loader. 

And the meeting closed with an overwhelming 
majority vote, including guest speaker and 
Sittingboume and Sheppey MP Gordon Henderson, 
predicting things would get a lot worse economically 
before they get any better. 

The Conservative MP also fielded many questions 
from the floor at the science park, near 
Sittingboume. It is hoped the summit will become a 
regular event organised by the Thames Gateway 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Contentious 

Mr Henderson responded to issues ranging from 
council procurement habits to the bidding process for 
large public sector contracts. But banking was by far 
the most contentious topic and, in particular, the 
amount of credit being made available to SMEs 
(small to medium-size enterprises). 

Mr Henderson admitted he could not envisage the 
Government dictating terms to those banks where it 
did not have a major holding following the recent 
banking crisis. 

But his comment sparked a major debate as indi¬ 
viduals expressed dismay at onerous terms placed on 
loans and the extreme difficulty of being approved 


for one of the Government’s last resort ‘enterprise 
loans’. But Mr Henderson did promise that he would 
take the issues forward with the Government. 

In his opening address, Mr Henderson explained 
how he could work on behalf of business interests 
and spoke of his amazement at discovering that not 
a single apple sold to UK prisons was grown in the 
UK, let alone in the Garden of England. 

He described himself as a “big believer in small 
government” and, in a dig at now doomed regional 
development agencies such as Seeda, said he wanted 
to see an end to “quangos sucking up taxpayers’ 
money”. 

He made it clear that, unlike many MPs, he is a 
businessman at heart and planned to interact with 
the business community through a regular breakfast 
forum and a dedicated portal via www.gordonhen- 
dersonmp.org.uk. 

Paul Price, marketing director at Kent Science 
Park, said afterwards: “Our inaugural business 
debate went very well with Gordon handling the 
questions remarkably candidly. 

“He wasn’t scared to break party lines and say he 
feels the Government needs to be doing considerably 
more to support businesses in our region. 

“The issue of banks lending was one that really 
brought the debate to life and I think everyone who 
attended will be confident that Gordon has taken 
those concerns on board and will be taking them 
back to the Commons.”

Chamber chief 
has advice for 
Labour’s new 
man in charge 

BUSINESS leaders in Kent have urged new 
Labour leader Ed Miliband to prioritise re¬ 
connecting the party with Britain’s business 
community. 

The British Chambers of 
Commerce (BCC) published a 
survey of MPs suggesting many 
Labour backbenchers dis¬ 
agreed with small and medium¬ 
sized businesses (SMEs) over 
immediate steps required to 
drive economic recovery. 

Questioned on measures that would lessen 
the burden of red tape on businesses: 

• Eighty-four per cent of Labour MPs sur¬ 
veyed disagree that a short-term freeze on 
new/additional employment regulations 
would help recovery and jobs. 

• Ninety-three per cent disagree employment 
law has shifted too far towards the employ¬ 
ee, to the detriment of the employer. 

• Sixty-six per cent do not believe there 
should be a limit on the number of employ¬ 
ment law changes at any one time. 

• Sixty-two per cent believe Government 
does a good job analysing the potential 
impact of new employment laws on busi¬ 
nesses before they are introduced. 

Confidence 

The BCC says these positions are at odds 
with the view of businesses and insists cut¬ 
ting the number and cost of new employ¬ 
ment regulations is key to firms having the 
confidence to create new jobs. 

Labour MPs agreed on the importance of 
infrastructure to business growth, with 67 per 
cent of those surveyed agreeing infrastruc¬ 
ture spending should be maintained or 
increased. Ninety-nine per cent also agreed 
exports and trade promotion should be a 
high priority for the Government. 

Kent Invicta Chamber chief executive Jo 
James said: “We now have a very interesting 
situation, with the coalition Government on 
one side and a new Labour leader promising 
a different perspective in opposition. 

“Both are proposing greater involvement 
and influence for the business community, 
but we have yet to see any really positive 
movement in this direction. 

“Ed Miliband has the opportunity to formu¬ 
late policies reflecting the desires and needs 
of businesses in the fight to restore confi¬ 
dence and return to economic equilibrium. 

“Business will be the major force in restor¬ 
ing the economy. I very much hope Mr 
Miliband will take serious account of this. If 
he was to do so, and gain the approval of the 
business community, this would inevitably 
influence the coalition as well.”

DIRECTLINE Structures has 
scooped two major awards in 
quick succession for sustainable 
design and construction.

The two-storey building covers 1,100 
square metres and includes a rainwater har¬ 
vester - utilising all water from the roof and 
storing it for flushing toilets - and air-source 
heating, which keeps the building at a com¬ 
fortable temperature to provide a good work¬ 
ing environment.

LIVING a greener lifestyle is fast embedding 
itself in the psyche of British consumers. 

Households differ, but this can range from 
self-sufficient organic lifestyles to simple 
waste recycling, yet renting has traditionally 
been a major barrier to ‘living green’ as land¬ 
lords are often unwilling to invest in green 
facilities. 

But lettings and property management 
experts at Belvoir in Rochester say more and 
more tenants demand green features and 
landlords must respond. 

Belvoir MD Dorian Gonsalves said: “Until 
now, it’s mainly been homeowners who’ve 
embraced eco-friendly lifestyles. 

“However, the recession forced many onto 
the rental market and, when combined with 
a growing number of young tenants who’ve 
been brought up green, this group is looking 
increasingly influential.” 

And Belvoir identified five easy eco-friendly 
modifications to help landlords appeal to eco- 
tenants: 

• Recycling and composting area - all green 
tenants want to recycle waste, so a spacious 
outside area close to the kitchen is ideal. 

• Water butt connecting to the gutter system 
- each year 85,000 litres of rainwater runs off 
the roof into a sewer. Green tenants would 
recycle this water in various ways. 

• Outside washing line - this ticks several

green boxes versus a tumble dryer: less ener¬ 
gy, 100 per cent natural and more efficient. 

• Growing space - opposition to GM foods 
combined with world food shortages has 
sparked a boom in homegrown vegetables. 
Creating space for organic food production is 
a real plus point for greens. 

• Cycle storage - many eco-aware tenants 
use a bike rather than a car, so a secure bicy¬ 
cle storage space would appeal. 

For a bit more investment, landlords can 
also consider: 

• Aerated taps and shower heads. These mix 
water with air to produce a flow that feels 
strong yet reduces water usage by 60 per 
cent. 

• Radiator boosters. These suck heated air 
from behind a radiator and circulate it 
around the room faster than convection. 


• Toilet water savers. When placed in a cis¬ 
tern, these reduce the amount of water used 
per flush, saving as much as 40 per cent 
annually. 

• Eco-friendly A-rated white goods, which use 
less power. 

• Eco-friendly bulbs. Typically these expend 
25 watts of energy to put out the equivalent 
of 100 watts of light. 

• Loft insulation. Reduces annual heat loss 
by 15 per cent and saves a tonne of C02 a 
year. Insulation made from 90 per cent recy¬ 
cled plastic bottles adds extra appeal. 

• Condensing boiler. Saves about 1.7 tonnes 
of C02 and £200 a year. If this is too expen¬ 
sive, then ‘Tag on a Tadpole’ - a green gizmo 
that minimises the dissolved air that makes 
water slower to heat up. 

And for those wanting to go the whole hog 
there are renewable energy sources: solar 
panels or tubes to produce hot water and pho¬ 
tovoltaic (PV) panels to convert sunlight to 
electricity. Excess energy can even be sold 
back to the national grid. 

Mr Gonsalves said: “All green modifications 
are major selling points and must be commu¬ 
nicated well at letting time. 

“They will not only facilitate the green 
lifestyles of tenants, they will also demon¬ 
strate that you are a caring and thoughtful 
landlord.”

EU’s tougher 
line on energy 
certification 

MANY property transactions go ahead with¬ 
out the seller or landlord providing what, in 
most cases, should be a mandatory energy per¬ 
formance certificate. 

Kent commercial property lawyer Andrew 
Gough says the lax attitude is encouraged by 
general ignorance on the part of the public, low 
penalties for non-compliance, and a lack of 
resources by trading standard officers charged 
with enforcement. 

Mr Gough, partner and head of commercial 
property at Kent solicitors Furley Page, said: 
“Even if a certificate - known as an EPC - is 
commissioned, lip service is paid to adopting 
its recommendations. 

“But now the EU has imposed more strin¬ 
gent obligations following its recent review of 
the Energy Performance of Buildings 
Directive and current 2007 regulations. 

“These obligations will have to be part of 
each member state’s domestic laws by January 
9,2013.” 

Mr Gough feels there is likely to be a more 
aggressive political will now to ensure the UK 
comes closer to its environmental targets and 
the movement to greater energy efficiency.

AFTER an inauspicious build-up 
dominated by security fears and 
unfinished bedrooms, the 19th 
Commonwealth Games will offi¬ 
cially begin on Sunday 

Over the next fortnight around 6,000 
athletes from 71 countries and territories, 
representing a third of the world’s popula¬ 
tion, will compete in Delhi.

While the county’s best medal hopes will 
be using Delhi as a dress rehearsal for the 
London Olympics, for some sports it is their 
only chance to be involved in a big multi¬ 
sport event. 

Lawn bowls duo Sian Gordon, from 
Whitstable, and Maidstone’s Sandy Hazell 
come into this category and will be looking 
to make the most of their time on the glob¬ 
al stage.

The squad finished third at the 
World Cup just three weeks ago, 
their best-ever finish, and also 
won their first medal at the 
Champions Trophy in July. 

Consistently strong results have 


lifted the team to fifth in the world, 
ensuring they arrive as the compe¬ 
tition’s highest ranked team. 

Seymour said: “It was great to 
be able to say we made history at 
the World Cup, but we want to 
continue doing that. We want to 
win more medals at world events 
and we have a great opportunity 
going into the Commonwealths. 

“If we perform well we have 
every chance, but it’s not going to 
be an easy tournament; India are 
on their home soil and will have a 
lot of support, plus Australia and 


New Zealand will be contenders.” 

The team begin their pool 
matches against Wales on 
Tuesday. Canada, Malaysia and 
New Zealand complete their group. 

England’s men finished fourth 
in Melbourne four years ago and 
will be looking to reclaim a place 
on the podium. 

Chatham-born Ashley Jackson, 
the reigning world young player 
of the year, is one of several in the 
squad making a return to Delhi 
after helping the side finish 
fourth at the World Cup in March.

Tom feeling 
the heat in 
Doha ahead 
of 20k walk 


WITH the Commonwealth Games’ 
20km race walk now just six days 
away, Tom Bosworth admits he is 
still getting used to the oppressive 
conditions at England’s holding 
camp in Doha. 

Bosworth, who last week in his 
exclusive column for KOS Media 
talked of fears for the Games amidst 
health and safety scares in Delhi, 
says he is now entirely focused 
on fine-tuning his own preparations 
ahead of Saturday’s race. 

Speaking from Doha, the 
Sevenoaks athlete, said: “The 
problems that have surrounded 
the Games until now have been 
publicised everywhere and it was 
impossible to get away from it at 
home. I have to learn to block 
everything out and focus on me. 

“The heat [in Doha] is a shock at 
first, even with my experience of 
training in the chamber at Leeds 
Met. I need to concentrate on accli¬ 
matising because at the end of the 
day this is just another 20k, the size 
of the competition must be put to 
one side and preparing myself to be 
ready to compete is the key now.” 

The 20-year-old spoke in glowing 
terms of both his training facilities 
and the Doha hotel, having teamed 
up with the rest of the England ath¬ 
letics squad. 

“The holding camp is a fantastic 
place to be,” he said. “The training 
facilities are also world class and I 
have no doubt I will be fully pre¬ 
pared by the time it comes to travel¬ 
ling to Delhi. Getting here now and 
seeing how well organised Team 
England are, I realise all the stories 
in the news are not for our concern.” 


Byrne’s season goes from bad to worse as team ditch him 


SHANE Byrne’s future in the World Superbike 
Championship is uncertain following Althea 
Racing’s decision to drop him for 2011. 

The two-time British Superbike champion

Spence, a Nevill Golf Club member, has 
spent the week with the European team 
helping the players in their preparation for 
the tournament as they bid to regain the cup 
they lost to America in a surprise defeat two 
years ago. 

He said: “Looking at both teams it is prob¬ 
ably going to be one of the closest for three or 
four years. The Europe team have been in 
good spirits all week and on paper we have a 
very strong team. We’ve played hard and had 
a bit of fun by setting up a bit of a Question 
of Sport style quiz one night. 

“In the past Europe has had to rely on five 
outstanding players like Seve Ballesteros,

SO THERE we have it. After a lit¬ 
tle over three years of wondering 
and waiting, work on Kent’s 
£8.2 million redevelopment of the 
St Lawrence Ground finally got 
under way this week. 

The diggers were called in on Monday to 
begin the much-needed upgrade of facilities 
at the Canterbury ground which will include 
retractable floodlights, a two-storey dressing 
room block, improved members’ facilities in a 
refurbished pavilion, and a new club shop 
and office complex. 

It’s the start of a redevelopment project 
which the club hopes will allow them be self- 
sufficient all year round, and go some way to 
ending the financial worries that has seen 
Kent lose more than £1.5 million in the last 
two years. 

The club’s chief executive, Jamie Clifford, 
who has been working on the redevelopment 
project for the last three years, admitted it 
had been a long process, but feels there is 
now “light at the end of the tunnel”. 

Challenge 

“It’s been a long haul getting to this point, 
but to know now the project is going to hap¬ 
pen is exciting,” he said. “The 21st century 
sports fan expects a standard of facility that 
is very different from the one we have got 
now and the challenge for us will be to keep 
the spirit of what the St Lawrence Ground is, 
whilst moving in that direction.” 

While it’s not yet known when Bellway, the 
club’s new housing partners, will begin work 
on their two projects - the Bat & Ball and 
net sites - Kent do have an agreement that 
any major work will not be carried out dur¬ 
ing home games next season. 

Work that started on the ground this week, 
which is separate to the Bellway project, is 
hoped to be done well before the start of next 
summer, ensuring little disruption for Kent 
members and supporters. 

“The majority of the bits of the project 


the club are undertaking in the next six 
months should be completed before the start 
of the season,” Clifford said. “Putting things 
up like floodlights should be long done by 
the start of next season, it would be a con¬ 
cern if we had both things competing 
against each other.” 

New dressing rooms for the players will be 


started first, followed by improvements to 
the Chiesman Pavilion and lastly new 
offices, which will be based next to the elec¬ 
tronic scoreboard. 

The start of the project comes at a critical 
time for the club as they look to repair the 
damage caused by the recession and costly 
ventures such as the two loss-making pop 
concerts. 

Clifford, who officially took over as chief 
executive in March, denied upgrading facili¬ 
ties at a time when Kent are struggling 
financially was a mistake. 

“Were it not for the redevelopment project 
I think we could have quite a big problem,” 
he said. ‘What we have is a chance to rein¬ 


vest that will hopefully lead us to a much 
stronger position. 

“I’d say it is exactly the right time because 
if we can get our house in order now then 
you’d like to think we will re-emerge a much 
stronger organisation. 

“This is about long-term investment for 
long-term gain that should allow us to be a 
much stronger club in the future. 

‘We are doing this project to enable us to be 
a profitable organisation, the speed of which 
that happens is the challenge for my team. 

“Floodlights will be the one element next 
season that should allow us to see some 
upside to what we are doing and I think you 
will see a lot of floodlit cricket next year.” 




■ Clifford on the search for a new hotel developer: 

“There are a number of proposals we are considering and 
the point is we want the best possible deal for the club. The 
beauty of our situation is that we don’t have to rush it. It 
would be great to have the hotel up as soon as possible, but not 
to the extent of not getting the best possible deal we can.” 

■ On when Bellway will start work on their two sites: 

“They own the land and are now doing what we have been 
doing for a while which is detailed programming of their 
construction programme. They hope to have houses on sale 
by the end of next season. You can read into that, that they are 
not going to hang about but they will get on and develop their 
houses as quickly as possible I imagine.”

behind the Ton Gear mask for Brands Hatch finale

SOME say he’s a CIA experiment 
that went wrong, but all we know 
is Top Gear’s The Stig will race for 
a Kent team at Brands Hatch 
next weekend. 

Ben Collins, the man behind the famous 
white helmet on the popular BBC televi¬ 
sion show, has agreed to join Wrotham- 
based Motorbase Performance for the final 
round of the British Touring Car 
Championship (BTCC) at the West 
Kingsdown circuit. 

The 36-year-old was sensationally revealed 
as The Stig following a legal case regarding 
the launch of his autobiography in August. He 
has subsequently been sacked from the show 
after seven years in the white suit. 

Apart from performing alongside Jeremy 
Clarkson, Richard Hammond and James 
May, Collins has continued his career as a 
professional racing driver and is vastly 


experienced in both single-seater and 
sportscar disciplines. During his 15-year 
racing career he has competed in Formula 3, 
the Le Mans Series and NASCAR. 

However, next Sunday will be his first 
taste of the rough and tumble world of the 
BTCC when he gets behind the wheel of 
Motorbase’s Airwaves BMW. Interest in the 
race meeting, which is down to a four-way 
title fight, is almost certain to be at fever 
pitch with a crowd of 60,000 expected, and 
Collins admits there will be extra pressure 
on him to do well. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I’m expecting a 
rough ride. It’s a great championship with 
lots of history and the drivers are not afraid 
to bump into each other. It’s a four-way title 
fight so it’s going to be interesting. 

“There will be pressure on me, but there is 
pressure on every racing driver all the time. 

“This year I have been racing sportscars 
and proved I have the ability with a couple 
of race wins, so I’m in good shape.” 

Collins is no stranger to Motorbase as he 
was close to agreeing a deal to drive for them 
at the start of this season, and has since 


admitted he would be interested in joining 
the championship and Motorbase perma¬ 
nently for 2011. 

He said: “David [Bartrum, team owner] and 
the guys at Motorbase are a great bunch to 
work with. They would certainly be an option 
for next year, they’re not fighting for the over¬ 
all title this year, but they are a really good 
team. The touring car schedule does fit 
around my hopes to race at Le Mans, too.” 

Bartrum is delighted to have Collins on 
board alongside regular drivers Mat Jackson 
and Steven Kane, and says they will treat 
him like any other driver when he joins 
them as part of a three-pronged attack for 
the independent team title next Sunday.

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Ledley not the only King who can’t train all week 


THE severity of Simon King’s ankle injury 
means the Gillingham defender is unlikely 
to manage a full week’s training for the rest 
of his career, writes David Pritchard. 

The 27-year-old has been on the sidelines 
for 14 months after rupturing ligaments in a 
pre-season friendly at Bromley. 

After several setbacks he now finally 
appears to be closing in on a recovery and 
is looking to join in full training by the end 
of this month. 

The centre-back is delighted to be mak¬ 
ing progress, but admitted the nature of 
the injury means he will never be 100 per 
cent, similar to Tottenham and England’s 
Ledley King, whose knee problems prevent 
him from training regularly. 

King said: “It might be a case of train 
Monday, take it easy Tuesday and a day off 
on Wednesday. That’s to be discussed 
with the gaffer, but as long as I’m fit for 
Saturdays that’s the main thing. 


“A few people have mentioned Ledley 
King, but I don’t think it’s as bad as that, and 
hopefully I should be able to get a good cou¬ 
ple of days under my belt during the week. 

“Unfortunately I did injure a part of my 
ankle which is never going to be 100 per 
cent healed. It’s about man management 
now, a case of being professional and 
making sure I enhance my chances of 
playing for a few more years.” 

The time out of the game has forced King 
to reassess his approach to the game and 
he is keen to make sure others learn from 
his problems, which were exacerbated by 
playing on while injured. 

He said: “When I see people getting 
ankle injuries now I try to drum into them 
they’ve got to do their work to make sure 
it’s strong again. Before with knocks I used 
to think ‘strap me up and give me a few 
painkillers’ but you have to realise you’ve 
got to do your work inside the gym.”
